Cargo of Matanzas Affords Some Re- 
lief from Shortage in Dyestuffs. 


After a homeward voyage of fourteen 
days the steamship Matanaz, of the New 
York and Porto Rico Steamship Company, 
specially chartered by a committee of 
American chemists to make a trip to Rot- 
terdam and return for a cargo of dye- 
stuffs and other coal-tar products with 
which to relieve the shortage in the 
United States, has brought to this port 
approximately 3,000 tons of these commo- 
dities obtained from manufacturers in 
Germany. Prior to the sailing of the 
Matanzas from this port early in October 
arrangements had been made through the 
Secretaries of State amd Commerce and 
with the German and British Govern- 
ments, whereby the shipment of these 
greatly-needed goods might be made from 
termany by way of the Rhine to Rotter- 
dam and thence to this country. 

The first trip of the Matanzas has 
proved so successful that the ship has 
been rechartered for a similar voyage to 
and from New York for the same pur- 
pose, amd it is expected that it will soon 
return with another large cargo of dye- 
stuffs. Meanwhile Dr. Herman A. Metz, 
president of the Farbwerke-Hoechst and 
of H. A. Metz & Co., and a member of 
the American Chemists’ Committee which 
chartered the Matanzas, has _ sailed for 
Germany to make additional arrange- 
ments for shipping goods to this coumtry. 


The cargo of the Matanzas, which 
reached the local port on November 14,

Ii the province of British Columbia, 
noted for its production of gold, iron and 
coal, there are known to exist many 
lesser minerals, some of which have an

The pvssibiities of utilizing the kelp 
beds for the production of potash are re- 
ceiving attention. The Kelp beds on the 
coast are estimated to carry 10,000,000 tons 
of the chloride; and the dried substance 
conains potash and iodine valued at $20 
to the ton. Diamond drilling in certain 
parts of the province might disclose 
further potash resources. The feldspars 
in the granite, the pegmatites and the 
leucites carry much potash: and there is 
a possibility that the bitterns of the 
lower Similkameen River and the soda 
deposits of the Cariboo district may be 


assuoviated with potash.

Plan to Regulate Sale of Alcoholic 
Beverages in Drug Stores. 


(Special to Oll, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 





Washington, Nov. 20, 1914. 
The suggestion that the Harrison bill 
pending in Congress relating to more 
stringent application of the law to the 
practice of selling habit-forming drugs, 
be applied to drug stores which sell al- 
cohol, is made in a note prepared by the 


United States Public Health Service.

In a statement prepared by the Public 
Health Service it is brought out that re- 
ports issued by the service show that the 
sale of alcoholic beverages in some of the 
so-called drug stores in prohibition or 
local option territory has for many years 
been recognized as one of the more ob- 
jectionable abuses growing out of at- 
tempts to circumvent prohibition legisla- 


tion, “The harm done by the surrepti- 
tious sale of liquors in these so-called 
drug stores has long been considered to 


be a disgrace to the drug business gen- 


erally.”* 

in commenting upon this situation, the 
Public Health Service officials say :— 
_ Reputable members of the drug trade have 
frequently discussed ways and means for elim- 


inating the drug store saloon, but their efforts 
have usually failed, as the requirements of the 


Federal internal revenue laws virtually make 
those who desire to sell alcohol or alcoholic 
beverages for medicinal or mechanical pur- 
poses pay the regular retail liquor dealer’s 


tax and be classed as such. 

As a practical outcome of this requirement 
it is found that the retail druggist who wishes 
to carry on his business in accordance with 
existing laws, and who pays the internal rev- 
enue tax as a retail liquor dealer, is suspected 
of doing an illegitimate business, while the 
man who runs the risk of doing an illegiti- 
mate business, so far as the Federal law is 
concerned, is usually immune so far as the 
enforcement of the local option or prohibition 
law goes. Retail druggists who are desirous of 
complying with the law have long since become 
a unit in their desire to eliminate the wide- 
spread suspicion that all drug stores are dope 
shops, and have frequently requested that a 
new class of dealers be created under the in- 
ternal revenue laws to provide for the legit- 
imate sale of alcohol for medicinal purposes. 
Up to the present time, however, they have 
had little or no precedent to guide them. 

In the Harrison anti-narcotic bill now pend- 
ing in Congress it is proposed to license drug- 
gists and others as dealers in narcotic drugs. 
This feature of the law will establish a prece- 
dent that should make it easy for retail drug- 
gists to secure an extension of the classifica- 
tion and provide for a class of dealers in al- 
hocol and narcotic drugs, the requirement that 
dealers in this class keep a record sufficient 
to show the amount of alcohol or alcohol con- 
taining drugs purchased. 

A provision of this kind would serve to lo- 
cate all dealers in alcohol and alcoholic 
liquids for medicinal or mechanical purposes, 
would suffice to class them apart from deal- 
ers selling alcoholic liquids for beverage pur- 
poses, would practically preclude the sale of 
alcohol for beverage purposes under the guise 
of medicine, and would afford to officials in 
prohibition or local option territory an oppor- 
tunity to enforce this type of legislation in a 
way hitherto impossible. 





Dinner of the Oil Trade Association of Phila delphia. 
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The Minneapolis Market. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Minneapolis, Minn., Nov. 18, 1914. 

The situation in the flax market is un- 
changed as compared with a week ago. 
The ability of the crushers to buy is 
more or less limited by the lack of stor- 
age space, and im consequence the buy- 
ers have made selections of the choice 
seed und paid firm prices and have taken 
some of the class of stuff at 
weaker comparative prices. Offerings of 
choice seed have been rather limited, be- 
cause the effort of Eastern crushers to 
fill out cargoes has drawn seed from 
the territory raising the most desirable 
quality. On the other hand, the high 
prices brought out more of the Minne- 
sota and South Dakota seed, which the 
buyers were not at all anxious about, as 
they were unable to crush it promptly 
and had very little storage space that 
they could use. What space they did 
have they wanted to use for storing the 
better class of seed. : 

Offerings of seed to arrive were very 
moderate up until to-day, when the 
sharp bidding by Duluth buyers began 
to wane and caused some of the _ship- 
pers to turn to this market. Higher 
prices brought on freer farm deliveries, 
and shippers in all States had more stuff 
to send in. Several broken lots arrived, 
but under the prevailing conditions the 
demand for them was rather poor. : 

There was quite a bit of the less desir- 
able stuff shipped from here to Duluth 
during the week. Discounts under the 
choice widened out, and with the demand 
here very limited for that kind a number 
of the receivers reconsigned poor seed to 
Duluth, where the inspection is more lib- 
eral and the buyers are less critical of 
quality as long as the seed grades. Most 
of this seed was from Minnesota points.

According to local crushers the rally 
in the flax futures was not due to any 
general bullishness, but came about 


through the efforts of the Eastern crush- 
ers to get stuff together for a movement 
down the lakes before the close of navi- 
gation. This is pretty well borne out by 
the fact that the cash future has shown 
the greatest strength. Once this demand 
is satisfied a reaction is expected, though 
there is no general idea that prices will 
go as low as they were before the rally 
commenced. 
LINSEED OIL. 

Crsuhers could report no improvement 
in the oil market. Buying was very 
moderate, and the big paint mixers were 
no more concerned over the near and fu- 
ture requirements than they were a week 
ago. Shipping dirctions were fair only. 
Most of the buyers are more willing to 
pay the carrying charge on the oil them- 
selves than to pay the crushers the pre- 
miums demanded in case shipment is de- 
ferred after contracts mature. Prices are 
not overly strong considering the ad- 
vance in raw material. Strong prices pre- 
vailing for cake and meal is largely re- 
sponsible for this condition. At present 
the crushers are in better position to 
supply buyers promptly than they were 
a short time ago, when stuff was taken 
as directly from presses as possible to 
take care of maturing contracts. There 
has been some accumulation in the last 
week, and this gives the crushers proper 
time for preparing the oil. However, this 
accumulation is unimportant so far. 

Chere is no change to report regarding 
the jobbing trade. The jobbers are tak- 
ing a moderate amount of stuff rigat 
along, and are prompt in taking delivery 
when old contracts mature. 

Prices range around 46«., 
the quality of oil wanted. 


LINSEED OIL MEAL. 


There is no important feature in the 
meal market to note. Colder weather is 
increasing the consuming demand right 
along, but so far the jobbers have had 
sufficient stuff contracted for to keep them 
more or less indifferent towards mak- 
ing fresh commitments of size. A few of 
them are in and out of the market, and 
there is a fairly steady demand from the 
country buyers. Trade of week covered 
a wide territory, but no large quantities 
were taken. Crushers still have numer- 
ous contracts to fill, and their daily out- 
put is kept moving in the shape of meal 
or cake, and most of them are asking top 
prices for their offerings. With the cake 
market booming and very liberal ship- 
ments being made to the seaboard, there 
is nothing to cause uneasiness regarding 
the under of the market during the near 
future. Quotations range from $32 to $33. 
Shipping directions on maturing con- 
tracts are coming forward promptly, and 
most of the crushers have a supply on 
hand at all times to take care of their 
daily output. 


LINSEED OIL CAKE. 


Interest in cake is still strong, and the 
market is broad and active, either in the 
fulfillment of old contracts or the book- 
ing of new busimess. The export crowd is 
becoming more of a factor in the situa- 
tion, and most of the crushers are better 
Satisfied to handle the business through 
this means than to make commitments 
with foreign buyers that might embar- 
rass them to fill according to terms of 
agreement. There is nothing to indicate 
that the foreign demand will fall off sud- 
denly. About the only thing that threat- 
ens restriction of foreign trade is the 
lack of transportation and the develop- 
ments regarding the closure of the North 
Sea by England. There is a very evident 
need of cake in Europe, and unless means 
to transport it fail local crushers look 
for a steady outlet for their by-product 
for some time to come.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, Nov. 19, 1914. 

The situation occupied by flax at Chi- 
cago was as deplorable as ever, the week 
under review passing without anything 
that resembled passing of business. The 
action of prices in the Northwestern mar- 
kets continued to receive the usual 
amount of attention, and the changes that 
tcok place in values in that section influ- 
enced sentiment prevailing among those 
interested in the handling of this seed and 
who are located at Chicago. Reports re- 
ceived from that section indicated a 
larger trade in futures than noted of late, 
but still it was not up to what might be 
expected umder normal conditions. The 
fact that vessels will go into winter quar- 
ters in a short while had the influence of 
harrying buyers in their actions on the 
purchasing side of the market. Cash seed 
was more freely absorbed by local crush- 
ers at Minneapolis and Duluth, as well as 
Winnipeg, but the takings by Chicago in- 
terests were decidedly light. The Argen- 
tine situation again received considerable 
attention, and every item of news coming 
from the Southern hemisphere was eager- 
iy scanned by crushers and others in- 
terested in the hope that it might prove 
favorable to their side of the situation. 
Rains in the North of Argentina, where 
harvesting of flax has commenced, had a 


bullish influence in the markets of that 
country, and it was also reflected in our 
Northwestern markets. Later advices, 
however, turned the tide in the opposite 
direction, as there were estimates sent 
out which placed the exportable surplus 
at larger figures than heretofore conceded. 
Shipn ents from the Argentine showed a 
falling off as compared with a week and a 
year ago. 

Dullness in the local linseed oil market 
acts as a restraining influence, as it is 
keeping Chicago crushers out of the flax 
markets. Until linseed oil moves out of 
producers’ hands in larger quantities, the 
purchases of local crushers in any of the 
markets of this country are likely to be 
small. Total receipts of flax at Chicago 
were only 1,000 bushels, which reflects the 
unconcern of local crushers. A week ago 
receipts were only 2,000 bushels, while for 





the corresponding time last year they 
footed up 3,000 bushels. There were no 
shipments of seed from Chicago, and 
none during a corresponding time last 
year. Shipments during the previous 
week were 1,000 bushels.

rhe linseed oil market at Chicago re- 
mained quiet throughout the period under 
review. Business was again of decidedly 
small volume, and the undertone weaker 
than displayed during the previous period. 
Handlers found it impossible to work any 
round lots the business of the entire week 
being done mainly in small quantities 
needed by users for immediate consump- 
tien. While the market was gemerally 
quoted at 45c. per gallon, it was the con- 
sensus of opinion that bids anywhere near 
this asking price would result in the let- 
ting loose of liberal holdings of this oil. 
Crushers are quite desirous of working off 
the surplus they are now carrying, but 
their efforts to draw buyers into the mar- 
ket on a fair scale have proved unavail- 
ing, as no argument they might advance 
was strong enough to change buyer’s 
views on values for a long run. Users 
are firmly convinced that prices now rul- 
ing are somewhat in their favor, but that 
they will be enabled to secure all the oil 
they desire at levels quite as satisfactory, 
and as they are is little use for their sup- 
ply at the present time they do not care 
to carry oil for any length of time. The 
action cf flaxseed values had little bear- 
ing on the situation in linseed oil. The 
market refuses to follow advances or de- 
clines at any time, the absolute dullness 
of the situation causing buyers and sell- 
ers to cast aside many items that in nor- 
mal times would be factors in changing 
the course of values. There were a few 
in the trade who seemed inclined to be- 
lieve that industries which have been 
practically at a standstill for some time 
would resume operations on a larger scale 
in the near future, and that among them 
would be some who are usually large con- 
sumers of linseed oil. Prices for single 
barrei lots showed more firmness than 
round lots, as most of the inquiry exist- 
ing was for quantities of this size. The 
market was quoted at 50c. per gallon for 
single barrels of raw linseed oil, while 
the boiled variety was held at the usual 
premium of lc. per gallon over the raw. 
There was nothing doing in future trad- 
ing. It might be possible to effect trades 
for nearby delivery if low prices were ac- 
cepted by sellers, but this they have re- 
fused to do, and the situation remains un- 
changed from that noted of late. 

LINSEED OIL CAKE. 

The feeling prevailing among people in- 
terested in linseed oil cake was without 
improvement, but the meal _ situation 
showed considerable strength. Foreign- 
ers who have been good buyers of lin- 
seed oil cake in the Northwestern mar- 
kets were reported as coming forward 
witn few inquiries during the past ten 
days and an easier feeling was developed 
in that section in consequence. Domestic 
users are buying meal more freely, and 
the market at Chicago was quoted firm 
at $35 per ton f. o. b. this market. 


THE WINNIPEG MARKET, 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Winnipeg, Man., Nov. 16, 1914. 
Tuesday of last week flax became very 
weuk and closed 4%4c. to 5c. lower than the 
preceding day. It continued weak the 
following day and dropped a little more, 
but Wednesday a _ substantial advance 
Wis made, although trade was dull. A 
fairly keen demand developed on Thurs- 
day, and prices went up again. Since 
them demand fer cash flax has continued 
quite good, with values generally very 
strong, although a small decline went into 
effect to-day. Good buying support is be- 
ing given to nearby futures. Leading 
dealers say that it is fair to expect that 
on the approach of the closing of naviga- 


tion at Fort William and Port Arthur 
there will be a good demand for the cash 
seed, and as long as this continues the 
market will likely keep fairly steady. 
Some dealers have been describing flax as 
a very speculative article, with much un- 
certainty as to future developments. Lo- 
cal crushers are not buying very much at 
present, the demand for oil being com- 
paratively small this season. 

Stocks of flax in store at Fort William 
and Port Arthur at the week-end totaled 
1,183,170 bushels, against 1,297,340 bushels a

There has been a fair jobbing de- 
mand for paint materials and this 
combined with contract deliveries has 
taken good sized amounts into con- 
sumers’ hands. The market, however, 
is nowhere described as active and 
in the case of some materials there 
has been less of an inclination to 
cover future wants than usually is 
apparent at this time of year. 

During the week rather sharp ad- 


vances were made in the selling price 
of pig lead and as a result the lead 
pigments have been strengthened, al- 
though there has been no change in 
the market quotations. The situation 
in foreign grades of dry colors is slow 
to right itself and is too closely bound 
up in foreign conditions to permit of 
an early return to a normal basis. 
Linseed oil has been very firm through 


the week, though it is a question 
whether basic conditions have altered 
to such an extent as to warrant the 


continuance of a strong market through 
the balance of the year. China wood 
oil has been quiet, but soya bean oil 
has been the object of much interest 
because of reports that unusually low 
prices had been offered by sellers. 
Varnish gums are quiet but very firm. 
English chalk is offered freely and the 
market is easier. French chalk is not 
on the market. A report from Ver- 
mont states that a valuable deposit of 
venetian red has been discovered in 
that state. Spirits of turpentine have 
fluctuated slightly, but net changes are 
small. A review of the linseed oil and 
naval stores markets will be found on 
pages 21 and 23, respectively. On page 


12 there is a complete report on the 
flaxseed situation. A report on alco- 


hol will be found under the drug mar- 
ket. Comment on the important items 
in the paint trade follows:— 
LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS, 
PIG LEAD.—The market for 
lead this week has been featured by 
two advances in price. Early in the 
week the quotation price of sellers was 
advanced $2 per ton and later another 


pig 


increase was announced. The latter 
amounted to $4 per ton, thus showing 
a rise of $6 per ton during the week. 
The market is said to be very firm 
and holders of lead are not anxious 
to sell ahead even at the new figures. 
Lead has been low in proportion to 


other metals for a long time and some 
members of the trade say that this 
metal should be around 4.50c. per pound 
and they say the upward movement 
has not yet been checked. Market 
price at New York is 3.90c. per pound. 
St. Louis quotes 3.80c. per pound. 
WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—For some weeks back there has 
been an easy tone to the market for 
white lead in oil. This was intensified 
when price revisions were made in the 
ease ofdry white lead and most of the 


other lead pigments. The strength 
shown in the pig lead market this 
week, however, has dissipated the 


hopes of those who looked for declines 
in lead in oil. Corrodors are holding 
firm views regarding the future posi- 
tion of white lead, and, as previously 
reported, it is difficult for consumers 
to place a contract where the time of 
delivery extends beyond March of next 
year. Demand for white lead is com- 
paratively quiet, but not unseasonably 
so, and total consumption is said to be 
about normal. Dry white Jead in large 
quantities is offered at 5c. per pound. 
Lead in oil is holding at 6%c. per 
pound for round lots, with a gradu- 
ated scale for smaller lots. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SULPHATE). 
—This pigment has developed a strong 
tone in the past two weeks, owing to 
higher costs of raw material, but there 
has been no change in market prices. 
It is stated that competition among 
sellers is very keen, and this has a 
tendency to favor buyers as far as 
values are concerned. There is a fairly 
good demand for basic sulphate, and 
paint manufacturers are said to be 
good consumers at present. Market 
prices on large lots are 4%4c. per pound 
and smaller quantities are quoted at 
5e. per pound. 

RED LEAD.—Leading sellers say 
that while there has been no quotable 
change in prices for red lead during 
the week, the market is in a much 
stronger position than a week ago, and 
this may be easily believed from the 
fact that pig lead has advanced $6 per 
ton in the interval. Present asking 
prices are 5%c. per pound for dry red 
lead, though 6c. is quoted by some 
sellers, and 7%4c. per pound for red 
lead in oil. 

LITHARGE.—A steady, strong mar- 
ket is reported for litharge. Consum- 
ers are taking normal quantities and 
there is no feature to the market. 
Values have not changed, and while a 
firmer tone is in evidence, round lots 
are freely offered at 5c, per pound. 
Some sales of smaller lots are reported 
at 54c. per pound.

THE BUENOS AIRES MARKET, 

(Special to 1, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

A rather tiied feeling prevailed in 
the Buenos Aires flax market during the 
week, conditions at one time favoring one 
side of the market only to change in a 


short time to favor those on the opposite 
side of the situation. While it is yet a 
little early to make a reliable estimate on 
the flax crop of the Argentine Republic, 


there were several to make attempts at 
predicting the amount of flax to be pro- 
duced on the present crop. One estimate 
made by a fairly reliable authority placed 
the crop at 66.000,000 bushels, and other fig- 


ures issued hovered around that amount, 
although the majority of them were for a 
smaller production. One of the principal 
strengthening factors in the market at a 
time when selling was of good volume 
wis rain in the northern part of the 
country, where harvesting of the crop 
has been commenced. The rain was not 
of long enough duration to seriously re- 
tard the work, and early. buyers turned 
sellers, and prices suffered recessions in 
consequence. The net change for the 
week, however, was of no great import- 
ance and the situation might be said to 
favor either side of the market at the 
close of the period under review. There 
are many in the trade here who are firmly 
convinced that prices will sell higher, al- 


though they freely admit that it might 
be some time before a substantial upturn 
is seen. Their predictions are based 


largely on the expected liberal takings by 


United States crushers, because of the 
lightness of the last cron in that coun- 
try, as well as the fact that Canada has 


no flax to market in the United States

Newark Paint Company to Liquidate. 


Aecording to a decision reached last 
week the ‘business of Albert C. Courter 
& Cc. of Newark, N. J., is to be liqui- 
dated. The company deals in oils, paints 
and chemicals and the business was es- 
tablished more than fifty years ago. The 
company occupied a prominent place 
among the paint companies of the State. 
but for some time Albert C. Courter, head 
of the firm, has been ill and unable to 
give his personal attention to the busi- 
ness. Lepression in the building trades 
also had an unfavorable effect and this 
caused financial troubles in the company. 
During the past week a meeting of 
creditors was called and a statement was 
presented showing assets of $9.641.99 and 
liabilities of $2,774.05. It was explained that 
Mr. Courter desired to liquidate the 
business and it seemed best to all con- 
cerned that there should be no adminis- 
tration in bankruptcy, but_ that there 
should be an econcmical liquidation by the 
management of the comapny in conjunc- 
tion with a committee representing the 
creditors. The creditors’ committee con- 
sists of J. Frederick Braun of J. J. 
Hockenjos & Co.; Ralph M. Smith of C. 
E. Smith & Co. and F. S. Vernoy of Will- 
iam Zinsser & Co. of New York. The 
company has agreed to pay 30 per cent. 
of all claims in cash not later than De- 
cember 14.

**Non-Fluid Oil’’ in Judicial Test. 


The Court of Errors and Appeals of 
New Jersey at Trenton, last week heard 
arguments on the anneal of the New York 
and New Jersey Lubricant Company from 
the refusal of the Court of Chancery to 
grant an injunction restraining O. W. 
Young, a corporation. from making use 
of the traie name, ‘‘Non-Fluid Oil.’’ 

The lubricant company claimed that 
after it had built up an extensive trade in 
lubricating compositions or greases under 
the description ‘‘Non-Fluid Oil,’”” and al- 
leged that the Young company availed it- 
self of the name, imitated the cans and 
otherwise took advantage of the exten- 
sive advertising and consequent reputa- 
tion gained for the product of the lubri- 
cant company 

Admitting that there had been such an 
imitation on the part of the defendant 
company, the Court of Chancery refused 
the relief sought upon the ground that the 
lubricant company did not come into court 
with clean hands, because the term ‘‘Non- 
Fluid Oil’ is in itself descriptive, and, 
therefore, calculated to mislead the pub- 
lic. Hence, notwithstanding the infringe- 
ment, the complainant could not avail it- 
self of what would othérwise have been 


a valid trade name.

Washington, Nov. 20, 1914. 

The Association of Agricultural Chem- 
ists, which held a convention here during 
the past few days, re-elected Dr. Harvey 
W. Wiley as Honorary President: C. H. 
Jones, of Vermont, president; R. N. 
Brackett, of South Carolina, vice-presi- 
dent; Dr. Carl L. Alsberg, of the Bureau 
of Chemistry, secretary-treasurer. Dr. 
Alsberg was re-elected to this position, 
and the association voted thanks to the 
Chiet of the Bureau of Chemistry, and 
the officers of that bureau generally, for 
the assistance that has been accorded the 
association at different times. After vot- 
ing to hold the next session of the a 
ciation in San Francisco on account of 
the Panama Exposition, this vote was re- 
scinded and Washington was fixed as the 
place of the meeting next year. 
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New Formula Labeling Measure Sched- 
uled for Enactment by New York 
Health Board. 


Undaunted by the opposition which it 
is encountering in all quarters of the 
proprietary medicine and drug trades, the 
New York Board of Health has reiter- 
ated its intention of enacting a local or- 
dinance as an addition to section 65 of its 
Sanitary Code, which it believes will safe- 
sSuard the public against proprietary rem- 
edies which are calculated to deceive or 
mislead with fraudulent representations 
or extravagant claims as to their ingre- 
dients and therapeutic values, but which, 
as a matter of fact, will spell ruin for 
thousands of legitimate proprietary goods 
by compelling their labeling with ‘the 
name of each ingredient printed in clear, 
legible type on the outside of each bot- 
tle, box or other container.”’ 

The amendment to the Sanitary Code, 
which is now proposed by Dr. Sigmund S. 
Goldwater, the New York city Commis- 
sioner of Health, differs from that sug- 
gested by him last August only in its 
greater verbosity and in omitting the re- 
quirement for revealing the quantity of 
each ingredient of proprietary medicines 
to the local Health Board. The bill em- 
bodying the new provisions, which Dr. 
Goldwater now exnects the board to adopt 
within the near future. is as follows:— 

No proprietary or patent medicine manufac- 
tured, prepared or intended for internal hu- 
man use shall be held, sold, offered for sale or 
given away in the City of New York until 
the following requirements shall, in each in- 
stance, have been met:— 

The term proprietary cr patent medicine, as 
used in this section, means every medicine or 
medicinal compound, serum or biological prod- 
uct, manufactured, prepared or intended for 
internal human use, the name, composition or 
definition of which is not to be found in the 
United States Pharmacopelia or ‘National 


Formulary, or which does not bear the name 
of each ingredient printed in clear, legible 
type on the outside of each bottle, box or 
package in which the said medicine, medicinal 
compound, serum or biological product is sold, 
held or offered for sale or given away, 

The name of the ingredient of any such 
mecicine shall be registered in the Department 
of Health in such manner as the regulations 
of the Board of Health may prescribe, 

The names of the ingredients of proporietary 
and patent medicines, registered in accord- 
ance with the terms of this section, and all in- 
formation relating thereto or connected there- 
with, shall be regarded as confidential and 
shall not be open to inspection by the public 
or by any person other than the official cus 
ian of such records in the Department of 






to 
Health or such persons as may be authorized 
by law to inspect such records. 

The provisions of this section shall not 
apply to any medicine prepared or compounded 
on the prescription of a physician when such 


medicine is sold or given away to or for the 
use of the person for whom it has been pre- 
scribed. 

This section shall take effect on and after 
July L. 1915 

The measure originally proposed by the 
board was as follows:— 

Sec. 65-A. No medicine or me@icinal com- 
pound, serum or biological product intended 
to be used internally or externally, other than 
those recognized by the United States Phar- 
macopeeia or National Formulary, or such as 
ar dispensed on _ physicians’ prescriptions, 
shall be held, sold or offered for sale in the 
City of New York unless the name of each 
ingredient thereof and the quantity of such 
ingredient be printed upon each bottle, box or 
package. 

Before the dispensing of any such med 
or medical compound, serum or biological 
product a statement setting forth the name 
of each ingredient thereof and the quantity 
of such ingredient shall be filed with the De- 
partment of Health. 

It is worthy of note that this proposed 
ordinance is not quite as drastic as that 
embodied in the Philippine pharmaceuti- 
cal regulations, which compel the labeling 
of all proprietary medicines with all the'r 
ingrediet.ts, expressed both quantitatively 
and qualitatively. 
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New York Health Board to Enforce Its 
Ordinance Extending Provisions of 
Boylan Law. 


Acting upon the advice of the Corpora- 
tion Counsel's office and ignoring the ad- 
verse opinion of the State Attorney-Gen- 
eral, the New York City Board of Health 
has announced its intention of enforcing 
strictly the provisions of section 182 of its 
Sanitary Code throughout this city on 
and after December 1. Section 182 of the 
Sanitary Code is an extension of the Boy- 
lan or State opium law, whereby the lat- 
ter’'s exemptions in favor of ‘‘domestic 
and proprietary remedies,” which permit 
the dispensing of these articles without 
prescription when they contain only cer- 
tain minimum quantities of the narcotics, 
are eliminated so that the local pharma- 
cist cannot enjoy this privelege extended 
by the State law in all other parts of 
the State. 

In response to a request for an inter- 
pretation of the constitutionality of this 
local ordinance, which was presented last 
September by the New York State Board 
of Pharmacy, Attorney-General Parsons 
tendered an opinion last month in which 
he held that this city ordinance is with- 
out effect as being in clear conflict and 
inconsistent with the State law, nullify- 
ing the specific provision in the latter of 
the conditions under which proprietary 
remedies may be sold unrestricted with- 
out injury to the public health. He also 
added that the city ordinance was beyond 
the power delegated by the State Legisla- 
ture to this city. 

As soon as the State Attorney-General’s 
opinion was handed down, the local Board 
of Health consulted the Corporation 
Counsel's office and asked for a ruling 
and instructions as to the carrying out of 
the Samitary Code’s provisions on this 
score. The Corporation Counsel has re- 
cently advised the Board of Health that 
he disagrees with the State Attorney-Gen- 
ernl’s opinion and has informed the board 
that, in his opinion, that body is within its 
rights in emacting the local ordinance 
and in enforcing it. 

Although the local ordinance became 
effective last July, when incorporated bv 
the local Board of Health into its Sani- 
tary Code as an amerdment to the hither- 
to existing Section 182, this board decided 
at the end of the summer to withhold 
prosecutions for failure to observe its 
provisions until December 1, following 
strenuous protests against its enforce- 
ment. which had been made unceasingly 
by the New York Pharmacevtical Con- 
ference, representing all the pharmaceu- 
tical bodies in this city. 

\s it is now the intention of the Board 
of Health to enforce this local ordinance 
on and after the beginning of next month, 
the New_York Pharmaceutical Conference 
has decided to make a test case bv having 
at least ene local pharmacist openly vio- 
late this ordinance’s provisions by selling 
without prescription such U. S. P. and 
N. F. preparations as brown mixture, 
Warbure’s tincture, compound syrup of 
white pine or Stokes’ expectorant. which 
contain less than the specified minimum 
quantities of opium permitted by the 
State law but prohibited by the local 
ordinance. The local pharmacists are 
confident that they will be successful in 
having the Board of Health’s ordinance 
adjudged unconstitutional in the State 
courts when such a test case is begun. 

The fcllowing statement has been made 
by Deputy Commissioner Emerson, of the 
Health Department, concerning the legal 
status of the ordinance:— 

The form in which the Corporation Counsel's 
communication to the department on section 
182 of the sanitary code was received is not 
such as to allow of its being used in a quota- 
tion for publication in your journal; but I can 
assure you, and I am prepared to support my 
statement if it is questioned, that the Cor- 
poration Counsel upholds the attitude of the 
Department of Health in regard to its re- 
vised section of the code dealing with the use 
of opium derivatives in remedies dispensed 
without a physician's prescription; in other 
words, the Corporation Counsel has given as 
his opinion that the Department of Health has 
authority to establish a section of the sanitary 
code dealing with the matter in question inas- 
much as the text of the section of the code 
does not conflict with State legislation on the 
same subject. 
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Emergency Tax Law Regulations. 


(Spécial to Oil, Paittt and Driig Reporter.) 


Washington, Nov. 2, 1914. 

The officiais of the Treasury Department 
are engaged in efforts to prepate at the 
earliest possible day regulations undér 
which the emergency tax law will be en- 
forced. It is expected that they will be 
ready for promulgation within the next 
few days. Many questions are coming to 
the department every aay from business 
men in all parts of the country who desire 
to know what the rulings of the depuart- 
ment will be with respect to various sub- 


jects about which the question is a close 
one as to whether the tax is to be im- 
posed, 

One of the questions coming to the de- 
partment within the past few days is 
whether cold eream and face powder are 


to be subjéctéd to the stamp tax as 
coming iitider the désignatidn of ‘¢os- 
metics.”’ The officials 6f the Internal 


Revenue Bureau, who have td do with the 
preparation of the regulations, exprés§ thé 
opinion that both these articles are sib- 
ject to taxation under the new law. They 
call attention to the fact that under the 
war revenue act of 1898 the regulations 
mentioned face powder as one of the cos- 
metics, and they believe that the ruling 
will be that cold cream properly falls 
within the same designation. The officials 
expect to make public some time next 
week the new regulations under which the 
law will be enforced. During this week 
they made publie eértain regulations that 
are réissued, having been utilized under 
the war revetiué act of 18, and which are 
applicible under the prévisions df thé 
emergency revenue law Of this year. No 
attention is given in thesé preliminary 
regulations to any of the items in sehed- 
ule B. The reason for this is understood 
to be that while this schedule contains 
provisions similar in many respects to 
those of the war revemue act of 1898, there 
are so many differences that new regula- 
tions must be prepared covering that part 
of the new law. Very many items run 
through the emergency revenue law that 
will require different treatment in the 
regulations from what obtained umder the 
emergency revenue law of 1898. 

The following circular of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau, with reference to the 
cancellation of stamps, the treatment of 
stocks on hand, ete., gives the latest 
avilable information on the subject:— 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 
Washington, Nov. 18, 1914. 
Office of Commissioner of Internal Revenue to 
Collectors of Internal Revenue:— 

The proviso to section 8, act of October 22, 
1914. reads as follows: 

“That instead of cancellation by initials and 
date the stamps on the articles enumerated in 
schedule B shall be so affixed on the box, bot- 
tle or package that in opening the same, or 
using the contents thereof, the said stamp shall 
be effectually destroyed; and in default thereof 
the party making default shall be liable to the 
same penalty imposed for neglect to affix said 
stamp as hereinbefore prescribed in this act.’’ 

Section 22, however, authorizes the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue to prescribe such 
method for the cancellation of stamps as he 
may deem expedient in lieu of the method pre- 
scribed in the act. 

Under this authority it is held that as to 
stocks of articles subject to tax under schedule 
B, now in the hands of manufacturers and 
packed ready for shipment on orders not yet 
received, which stocks already packed in boxes 
or cartons remain in their hands on December 
1, and it is impracticable to unpack the boxes 
or cartons for stamping without serious loss, 
the stamps covering the entire contents of the 
container may be affixed to the container and 
canceled with the initials of the manufacturer 
and the month and year. 

Where goods have been previously ordered for 
delivery at a future date and the same are 
already packed in shipping cases, to fill the or- 
der, and marked for shipment to purchaser, 
such goods may be delivered to purchaser with- 
out each article being stamped, provided pur- 
chaser is furnished with proper stamps to at- 
tach to taxable articles when case is opened. 

Retailers receiving goods in such boxes or 
cartons bearing stamps should retain the 
stamped container until the contents are dis- 
posed of and will be held liable for tax on 
goods exposed for sale unstamped unless they 
are able to produce such stamped containers as 
evidence that the goods have been taxpaid by 
the manufacturers. 

Cased goods which have been removed from 
the place of manufacture to depots or ware- 
houses prior to December 1, 1914, may be re- 
garded as in the hands of the manufacturers as 
wholesalers and not as manufacturers, and 
should be stamped by the retailers before be- 
ing sold at retail. 

Where goods are usually offered for sale in 
small containers attached to display cards, 
stamps covering the tax on all attached articles 
may be affixed to the cards. 

Where several articles, all taxable, or some 
taxable and some untaxable, are packed in 
boxes for sale as entireties, the stamps cov- 
ering the taxable contents may be affixed to 
the box in such manner as to be broken on 
opening the boxes. If the outer covering in 
such cases are fancy containers, which would 
be marred by attaching stamps to covers, or 
are of such character that it is impracticable 
to so attach the stamps that they will be 
broken on opening the article for use, stamps 
may be affixed to side or bottom of the con- 
tainer 

In all cases where stamps are so attached as 


to be broken when the article is used can- 
cellation is unnecessary. In all other cases 
cancellation of the stamps will be made by 


affixing initials with month and year. 

Retailers who are required by law to stamp 
all taxable articles in their possession on De- 
cember 1, 1914, or received unstamped from 
wholesalers, before offering same for sale at 
retail, should in all cases where practicable 
stamp the individual bottle, can, pot, carton 
or box, as usually sold and delivered to the 
customer. 

In cases where this is impracticable the 
stamps may be affixed in one of the methods 
outlined above.

Another matter brought to the attention 
of the law officers of the Internal Rev- 
enue Office is that about which there has 
been much inquiry among the members 
of the trades, namely, whether toilet 
soaps are to be subjected to the emer- 
gency stamp tax under the new revenue 
measure. he officials of the department 
have not formally passed upon this sub- 
ject in any official way, nor has it been 
brought up in such a way as to require a 
decision, but they are emphatic in saying, 
when the matter was brought to their at- 
tention, that in their judgment there is no 
doubt that toilet soaps will not be subject 
to tax under the rew law. 
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Renovated Butter Regulation. 


(Spécial to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Nov. 20, 1914. 


Ahtiouficement is made by the officials 
of the Department of Agriculture that an 
oraér has beehi made amending regula- 
tiofi governing the labeling of reno- 
vated butter. This order is fssued under 
the provisions of the food and drugs law, 
and the regulation is made to read as 
follows :— 

All coverings or wrappers of prints, bricks, 
or rolls of renovated butter, whether paper or 
cloth, must have the words ‘‘Renovated But- 
ter’’ in one or two lines, marked, branded, 
stenciled, or printed thereon in black or nearly 
black upon white or light ground, in full-faced 
gothic letters not less than three-eighths of an 
inch square. so placed as to be the only mark- 
ing upon one side or surface of the parcel so 
packed. 

All packages of renovated butter shall have 
the weight of the contents thereof plainly and 
conspicuously marked on the outside of the 
package in accordance with the rules and -regu- 
jations prescribed under the Food and Drugs 
Act of June 30, 1906.

The flurry over the alleged discovery of 
oil in what was thought to be paying 
quantities in the vicinity of Austin and 
Delta in Colorado has been investigated 
by the officials of the United States Geo- 


logical Survey, who assert that the signs 
of oil as developed in that part of Colo- 
rado are not encouraging for further 


prospecting. It appears that some years 
ago there was a little excitement over 
cl at Delta, Colo., and a shallow well 
was drilled, but nothing of value was 


found. If regard to the recent investiga- 
tion, the officials make this statement:— 

Escaping g&8 along the Gunnison River a 
mile or so above Austin and a supposed scum 
of oil on pools of water in the vicinity have 
for many years attracted attention and have 
led many to think that, without doubt, a large 
pool of oil existed here just beneath the sur- 
face. Recently M. R. Campbell, a geologist 
of the Survey, examined the region for the 
purpose of determining whether or not the sur- 
face indications and the geologic conditions 
would warrant the drilling of test wells in 
this vicinity, for it is the policy of the Survey 
to assist wherever possible in the legitimate 
exploitation and development of the mineral 
resources of a region, or, if it is convinced 
that such resources do not exist, to prevent 
waste of time and money in a useless search. 

It is further said by the officials that 
Mr. Campbell found no surface indica- 
tions of oil and no geological structure 
favorable to its retention. He therefore 
concluded that it is highly improbable 
that oil will ever be found in the vicin- 
ity of Austin. As to the situation in the 
Delta district, he says that it is less 
probable that oil will be found there than 
in the Austin region. 





New Rates on Lard Substitutes.

New Use for Cottonseed Hulls.

A suggestion comes from Commercial 
Attache Erwin W. Thompson writing to 
the Conimerce Department while he is en 
route to his new post at Berlin, Germany. 
Mr. Thompson calls attention to the fact 


that there is a shoriage of packing ma- 
terial at American glassware manufac- 
tories This is due to the quarantine 


against straw established by the Federal 
Government in the effort to stamp out the 
foot and mouth disease among cattle. Mr. 
Thompson suggests that cottonseed hulls 
may be utilized for this packing purpose. 
We says regarding cottonseed hulls that 
“they may now be had in Memphis, Little 
Rock and other Western centers at $5 to 
$7 per ton.

The firm position of seed thr« 


ughout 


the week has prevented any weakness 
in oil prices. The quotation for round 
lots has been 46@47c. per gallon, A 
good part of the business is said to 
have consisted of less than car lots 
and to have been placed at the out- 
side price Some sellers of oil were 
quoting 47c. as their lowest price on 
car lots. Firmness in oil was solely 
dependent upon the position of seed 
and was not caused by an increased 


demand from consumers of oil. Trading 
in oil has been confined to nearby de- 
liveries and most buyers who are cov- 


ered through December are slow to 
contract for January forward. Other 
consumers seem content to cover 


through December and January, as the 
spot quotations are offered by some 
seilers through January. It is reported 


that two crushers sold considerable oil 
over the first half of 1915, and these 
contracts were placed over the past 


two months at prices varying from 42c, 


to 46c. The larger part of the con- 
Suming trades, however, are said to 
have made no attempt to buy ahead 
and they are firm in their views that 


values will strike a lower level in the 
first part of next year. In foreign mar- 
kets oil has shown advances in the in- 


terim. In the case of Amsterdam the 
table which follows indicates an ex- 
cited market, with a sharp rise over 
the close of a week ago. This is said 


to have been caused by a scarcity of 
stocks in that market. The position 
of foreign markets has put a stop to 
reports that this country would be a 
heavy importer of oil, and at the pres- 
ent relative position of American and 
European markets imports of oil 
would be out of the question. 

A review of the world’s seed markets 
for the week ending Friday shows that 
prices closed at higher levels at Duluth 
and Winnipeg, but declines were re- 
corded in European markets and at 
Buenos Ayres. The strong position of 
American markets is explained by the 
nearness of the time when inland navi- 
gation will close. Quantities of seed 
were wanted for shipment and buying 
on this account was persistent enough 


to give a strong tone to prices. The 
easier position of European markets, 
including Buenos Ayres, was due to 


limited demand for seed and primarily 
to favorable news from the Argentine 
Argentine shipments last week 
amounted to 498,000 bushels. Detailed

Insecticide Law Issues Clarified. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Nov. 2, 1914. 
here has been issued by the board oi 
oflicials in the Department of Agriculture 
having im charge the enforcement of the 
law relating to insecticides and fungicides 

“a series of opinions of interest to the 
trades as having an important bearing 
upon the manutacture and shipment ot 
these products. The communications are 
in response to a number of questions that 
have been propounded to the officials of 
the board, and they are made public as 
being of interest to the trades, aithough 
empnasis is laid upon the fact that the 
statements contained in these communi- 
caiuous are not authoritative decisions 
under the law, but are in the nature of 
advice as embodying the best information 
possessed by the board at this time with 
respect to the various questions involved, 
aua these opinions might be changed if 
questions come up for decision relating 
to these various problems. 

The first question covered is to the ap- 
plication of the insecticide act to sub- 
stances commonly used for insecticidal or 
fungicidal purposes which are also em- 
ployed for other purposes. The communi- 
cation by the officials contains a full 
statement of the matter in letters by 
Prof. J. K. Haywood, chairman of the 
board: 








Dear Sir—We have eceived your communica

If a product, by virtue of its inherent 
character, is within the purview of the 
act, it would appear its character as such 
catinot be changed by a statement on the 
label to the contrary, such as a declara- 
tion to the effect that it is ‘“‘not intended 
for insecticidal purposes.” In other 
words, if a product is within the defini- 
tion of the act, regardless of the actual 
intent or purpose of the shipper respect- 
ing its use, it would be none the less 
within the meaning of the act, notwith- 
standing a statement on the label at- 
tempting to show that it is not intended 
for insecticidal or fungicidal purposes.

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Nov. 20, 1914. 

Information comes to the Department 
of Commerce from Rio de Janeiro that 
this is an opportune time to introduce 
American potato starch in the Brazilian 
market, as the war in Europe has at 
least temporarily cut off the supply of 
this and many other articles consumed 
in large quantities. Potato starch came 
principally from Germany and France, 
but with this source of supply practically 
unavailable by reason of lack of trans- 
portation facilities, if American starch is 
offered at attractive prices it is believed 
that a good business can be established. 
On account of the financial crisis and 
general business depression prevailing in 
this country American manufacturers are 
cautioned not to extend credit, except

Net Weight Law Suggestions. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Nov. 20, 1914. 

Announcement is made through the Of- 
fice of Information in the Department of 
Agriculture of various suggestions cover- 
ing interpretations of the net weight law. 
These opinions are prepared by the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry in regard to the state- 
ment of package quantities and the label- 
ing of articles of food. It was announced 
that in view of the decision of the Ref- 
eree Board of Consulting Scientific Ex- 
perts, the Bureau of Chemistry will not 
object to the use of a_small amount of 
alum in the preservation of pickles. It 
was further announced that hereafter, so- 
called tamarind sirup, which owes its 
flavor to citric or tartaric acid, its color 
to caramel, and contains only an imma- 
terial amount of tamarind, should be 
labeled ‘‘Imitation Tamarind Sirup.”’

The first revision in crude prices in 


several weeks has been noted in a 
decline of 5 cents in the Henrietta, 
Electra and light Corsicana grades, 
establishing them at 55 cents, effec- 


tive November 13. On the _ whole, 
a more confident tone seems to char- 
acterize the general situation, but at 
this season of the year it is not likely 
to be reflected in an appreciable quick- 
ening of field work. The export move- 
ment during October failed to equal 
the good volume experienced during 
September, but the October total 
shows a material increase over that 
for August. For the three months 
ending October, during which the ex- 
port trade has ben subjected to the 
discouraging effects of the war, the 
total exports of mineral oils amount- 
ed to 541,677,227 gallons ($33,609,213), as 
compared with 590,447,982 gallons ($40,- 
604,117) for the same months last year. 
This represents a loss of 8.26 per cent. 
in volume and 19.70 per cent. in value, 
For the ten months ending October 
the total exports of petroleum have 
been 541,677,227 gallons ($32,609,213) com- 
paring with 590,447,982 gallons ($40,- 
604,117) for the same period last year. 


A review of the Eastern fields for 
the week shows a total of 127 com- 
pletitions, 1,580 barrels of new daily 


production and 65 dry holes, as against 
50 dry holes for the former week. The 
principal gain in completions was in 
the Southeastern Ohio field, while 
West Virginia was chiefly responsible 
for the loss in new production. Kan- 
awha county, in the latter State, con- 
tinues to furnish the most creditable 
results in the high grade field. In the 
shallow sand districts of West Vir- 
ginia many dusters are being experi- 
enced. The Sardis district of Harri- 
son county is the scene of fairly active 


drilling with a view of testing new 
territory. 


The gas developments around Cleve- 
land constitute the principal activity 


.n the Southeastern Ohio field, but a 
completion of more than usual inter- 
est was reported in Washington coun- 
ty in the prospect of a 100-barrel well 
in the Keener sand. Kentucky advices 
note a continued slump in field work, 
and few new wells are being started. 


The only strike of consequence in the 


State was a 30-barrel well in the 
Scottsville pool of Allen county, close 
to the defined area. Operations of a 


purely experimental character are al- 
most at a standstill. 

Nothing better than routine results 
were reported in the Lima fields of 
Northwestern Ohio and Indiana for the 
week. The most discouraging showing 
Was in the Sullivan district of In- 
diana, which for many months has 
been the mainstay of new production, 
the week's record showing that all of 
the six wells drilled were dusters. 
Nothing of particular interest marked 
the returns in the Ohio end. teturns 
from the Illinois field note a fair gain 


in new wells and new production, the 
most creditable feature being the 
large proportion of producing wells in 


the week’s completion. There was but 
one dry hole out of 19 completions. 
Recent experience in wildcat opera- 


tions in the State has discouraged new 


werk of this character, and drilling 
is well centered within the defined 
district, with Lawrence county com- 
manding the best attention 

The most important development in 
the Gulf-Coast field has been the an- 
nouncement of the building of a large 
refinery on the Neches River near 
Beaumont, which is believed to con- 
firm the report of the building of an- 
other 8-inch trunk line from Oklahoma 
to the Gulf-Coast, a distance of 550 
miles. There has been little change 
in field operations for the week. Sour 
Lake was the most active district and 
contributed the best producer, a 200 
barrel well In the ..orthwestern-

REFINED PRODUCTS, 

No important developments have 
marked the illuminating oil situation 
during the week, and conditions have 
been of a practically routine character. 


The advance of the season favors con- 


sumption and the domestic movement 
shows steady improveemnt It is dif- 
ficult to gauge the outlet abroad, since 
the suspension of official exports for 
publication, but despite, the recent rul- 
ing of the British government putting 
illuminating oil in the absolute con- 
traband class, increasing confidence 
seems to be manifested in the export 
movement. The October record for the 


country indicates a slight decline from

That describes the 
condition in the mid-continent field. You 
can’t tell what is going to happen next. 
One hour is full of hope, the next is dark 
with dismal forebodings. While in minute 
detail there is little real change in the field, 
there is underneath and in the mind of all 
a chaotic state just ready to burst and en- 
gulf, 

It is finally proven to the minds of prac- 
tically all that the Oklahoma Corporation 
Commission has dismally failed. The col- 
lapse came last Tuesday, the day set by the 
commission for forcibly advancing the price 
of crude from 55 to 65 cents. On that date 
instead of advancing the price of crude 10 cents 
a barrel the

announced it had 


granted permission for 150 wells to be drilled 
at Cushing. On that date the announcement 
Was made that a 10,000-barrel well far to the 
northwest of the Cushing pool had been drilled 
in, proving up four additional sections of land 
and indicating as clearly as the future in an 
oil pool can be predicted that an extension is 
being opened up around Yale as rich, if not 
richer, than the original Bartlesville sand at 
Cushing proper. 

What does all this mean? It means prac- 
tically this—that the producers have not sup- 
ported the efforts of the Corporation Commis- 
sion to better conditions of the oil industry; 
that the Corporation Commission has virtually 
thrown up its hands, and that from now on 
it is going to be a free-for-all battle in the 
Cushing district. 

If this eventuates, pity the mid-continent 
producer. Men who think they are conserva- 
tive and who have just returned from a care- 
ful study of the field believe the Cushing-Yale 
field during the next few weeks will increase 
the flush production of that district to 300,000 
barrels a day. When you spell that out in 
plain figures it means RUIN for many a man 
in the field. It means a demoralized market. 
Some predict the price will go down to 5U 
cents; others say it is dead sure to go to 20 
cents, and some are positive if as much oil is 
developed as is threatened the market will go 
down to 10 or 15 cents, just as it did in Ohio, 
and in California under less provocation. 

The Corporation Commission has done its 
best; but the corporation has undertaken a 
task that never belonged to it; it has attempt- 
ed to override inalienable rights, and its fail- 
ure is very liable to act as a boomerang. Just 
before the arrival of the date for advancing 
the price to 6 cents it made another one of 
its breaks by announcing that the small re- 
fineries throughout the field would be required 
to pro rate their runs in the pools where they 
are taking oil. Instantly a spirit of opposition 
arose. Refiners declared unequivocally that 
they would not comply with any such order. 
And they never will. Many of them would 
be forced out of business. Most of the re- 
fineries in the mid-continent field are hard 
pushed as a result of the depressed condition 
the oil business is in in general. They have a 
few miles of pipe line and gather oil from 
their own wells or from wells they can con- 
veniently reach. To say they must build gath- 
ering lines all over the field to comply with 
the commission’s order of pro ration and take 
a few drops of crude here and a few there— 
well, it is ridiculous and beyond the pale of 
reason or justice. It would not help the pro- 
ducers, would mean a criss-crossing of pipe 
lines and would be an impossible burden on 
the refiners. 

It has been such impossible orders as this 
that have destroyed the real benefits the 
commission might have rendered, Some 
time ago it issued an order fixing the price 
of gasoline in Oklahoma. With the price 
of crude fluctuating, with conditions alter- 
ing from day to day, such an order was im- 
possible of compliance, and oil dealers soon 
forgot about it. Bs 

The future does not look very promising. 
If Cushing and Healdton ‘‘go to it,” the 
country is going to be flooded with oil— 
and, too, just as it seemed as if the bot- 
tom were about to drop out of Cushing. If 
the market goes down to 15 to 25 cents, 
no wells will be pumped in Kansas until 
“the sick market’ recovers; if Kansas is 
unable to pump its small wells, a large 
part of Oklahoma will be in the same pre- 
dicament—the average production of Nowata- 
Bartlesville, Bird Creek and Old Glenn wells 
is so small they could not be pumped on 


commission 


a 25-cent market and pay expenses. And 
it is feared if shut down for any length 
of time many of them would be ruined. 


This was the result of the big shut-down in 
Pennsylvania in 1887 and which lasted one 
year. If the small wells are compelled to 
shut down, the Cushing producers will be 
practically the only ones who will be able 
to get rid of their oil and they will ‘get 
away” by the sheer argument of volume. 
One of the discouraging features of the 
situation is the fact that while Cushing oil 
tests a very high gravity and fresh from 


the wells is rich in gasoline, it has no 
“staying qualities,” that is to say, its 
lighter and more valuable products 


evaporate so rapidly and to such extent it 
is unprofitable to store the crude for fu- 
ture use. Indeed, some of the smaller re- 
finers are complaining even about the re- 
sults obtained from Cushing oil alleged to be 
shipped fresh from its wells. 

This fact no doubt explains the refusal 
of the Prairie Oil and Gas Company to 
store great quantities of Cushing crude. 
Instead it is drawing upon its stocks to the 
extent of 22,000 barrels a day; one would 
naturally expect it to be using cheap fresh 
oil of a high gravity before the lighter 
products of that oil could evaporate. It is 
very evident that something exceptional] is 
provoking this procedure. In the ordinary 
operation of business the Prairie would be 
using fresh oil at a low price and keeping 
its high priced storage oil. It’s the fine 
hand of politics. 

A surprising turn of events was the re- 
ported capitulation of the Corporation Com- 


mission. The commission, it is stated, has 
made overtures to producers who threat- 
ened suits to test the authority of the 


commission. The commission is more 
afraid of getting into court than producers 
are afraid of anything the commission can 
do. W. C. McBride and the Quaker Oil 
Company both brought actions against the 
commission. The indications are now that 
West, the commission and the producers 
will ‘“‘get together’ and call off all litiga- 
tion, and “play ball.” The commission 
backed down ignominiously in the case of 
the Gem Oi! Company. West and the com- 
mission show lack of faith in their au- 
thority, or they are playing politics. 


Prairie’s Pipe Line Runs. 


The pipe line runs of the Prairie Oil and Gas 
Company are now averaging over 100,000 bar- 
rels a day, while the deliveries are more than 
12,700 barrels a day, the draft upon reserve 
stocks remaining about the same—21,500 bar- 
rels a day. In many respects this is a very 
satisfactory condition; much better than was 
expected a few weeks ago. The Gulf and 
Texas companies continue to rum about the 
same amount of oil they have been, while the 
independent refineries are increasing their con. 





sumption quite rapidly. They are now using 
over 70,000 barrels a day, and in a few weeks 
will have daily use for about 80,000 barrels a 
day. In the Cushing district alone new re- 
fineries since that pool started are now using 
almost as much crude as all the rest of the 
small refineries in the field combined were 
using two years ago, and several additional 
plants are to be erected this winter, The one 
perplexing problem is what is going to be done 
with the output? It is said our consumption is 
keeping abreast the increased yield, but this 
is incorrect; were it not for the large amount 
of oil exported by independents now there 
would be a serious surpius of refined stocks 
now, and as it is, prices are away down and 
threatened breaking of the market has kept all 
refiners on tiptoe for several months. 

The Inola Pipe Line Company announces that 

it has perfected plans for building its proposed 
eight-inch line from Cushing to Chanute, Kan,, 
a distance of 164 miles. This will be the most 
ambitious independent undertaking inthe field 
There will be two pumping stations at the 
start—one at Tearlton and one at Coffeyville— 
and the cost of the line is estimated at 
$1,100,000, The money has been raised, The 
company, it is understood, has arranged to 
furnish crude to independent refineries at 
Tulsa, Chelsea, Coffeyville, Independence, Erie 
and Chanute. In this manner twelve or fifteen 
plans can be supplied with Cushing crude at 
about one-half the present railway freight rate, 
or 10 cents a barrel at Tulsa, 15 cents at Cof- 
feyville and 174% cents at Chanute. The Pe- 
troleum Products Company at Independence 
has a line already in operation almost to 
Cofteyville, and will connect with the Inola. 
The Inola company will also build a_ three- 
inch line from Coffeyville to Caney and Motaze 
to supply the refineries at those points. The 
company has already contracted at Cushing for 
all the crude it will need. 
« It is unofficially stated the Prairie Oil and 
Gas Company has contracted to furnish the 
English Government with 15,000 barrels of 
Okiahoma crude a day. The indications are 
that the foreign demand for mid-continent oil 
is to be largely increased this winter. Instead 
of lessening the requirements from this field 
the war promises to increase it. 


White-Sinclair-Dutch-Shell Deal, 


_P. J. White and H. F. Sinclair have returned 
from England, whither they went to negotiate 
the sale of their big Cushing production and 
Storage oil to the Dutch-Shell Oil Company. 
It has been stated and denied that a deal was 
made and that $12,000,000 was paid for the 
property. It is claimed about $300 a barrel 
was realized for the production. It is under- 
stood if the deal is finally closed a pipe line 
will be laid from Cushing to the Gulf. This 
talk has been current for months, and there 
is evidently something to it. White & Sinclair 
have the largest production in the Cushing 
pool, something over 3v,00U barrels a day, and 
they have the largest amount of private storage 
oil in America, having 10u big steel tanks full 

over 5,000,000 barrels. 7 

Special Conservation 
classified new wells into “Class A” and 
“Class B.’’ Under Class A he exempts all 
wells to be drilled into the sand where ef- 
forts were completed prior to September 30. 
Under Class B are placed ail weils required 
by lease contracts made prior to September 
30, together with such wells as in equity 
should be drilled to prevent drainage of 
property. All wells coming under Class B 
are being exempted as fast as Mr. Breene 
can get to them. There is a strong feeling 
that Mr. Breene is clothed with authority 
only to the extent producers wish to meet 
him. It is denied that he has a right to 
“exempt” wells in, say, the Cushing field 
where there is a flood of oil, and stop drill- 
ing in small territory. 

An unusual and surprising thing has hap- 
pened to ©. B. Shaffer's No, 5 12,000-barrel 
gusher, in 18-18-7, Cushing field. It was 
the biggest well ever drilled in the mid- 
continent field. It drilled itself through the 
sand and into salt water, which drowned 
out the oil and ruined the well, Whether 
it can be “restored” is a question. 








Agent Breene has 


There is considerable excitement over a 
wild cat well just drilled in 8-12-7, near 
Paden, about twenty-five miles south of 


Cushing. It is good for 35,000,000 feet of 
gas and is showing some oil. There is a 
strong suspicion that another Cushing pool 
will be opened up. The Prairie took up 
thousands of acres of land in that vicinity 
when the Cushing boom was on. 
Government experts are wrestling with a 
burning gas well on the Max Moore place 
at Yale, north end of the Cushing pool. It 
is a duplicate of the great Caney, Kan., 
fire a few years ago. Government experts 
so far have failed to put out the fire. Now 
they are going to use the big hood that 
was used successfully in putting out the 
Caney fire. If this fire is not extinguished 
before the well goes on to oil untold dam- 
age will be done. 





New Oklahoma-Texas Pipe Line. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Beaumont, Texas, Nov. 18, 1914. 

Authoritative announcement is made here 
of plans that have been adopted for the 
most important development in the oil in- 
dustry of Texas and Oklahoma that has 
taken place for some time. The project in- 
volves the erection of an oil refinery on the 
Neches River, near Beaumont, and the 
construction of a pipe line from the oil fields 
of Oklahoma to the refinery, a distance of 
about 550 miles. It is stated by J. Edgar 
Pew, who represents the syndicate that is 
back of the proposed enterprise, that about 
$15,000,000 will be expended in carrying out 
the elaborate plans. Mr. Pew has purchased 
a tract of 165 acres of land, which will be 
used as a site for the refinery. The price 
paid for the land was $150,000. Mr. Pew 
and associates have extensive oil produc- 
ing interests in Oklahoma. They have also 
recently entered the Tampico oil fields and 
they expect to obtain large quantities of the 
crude product from Mexico. It has not been 
announced what will be the capacity of the 
refinery, but it is reported that it will be 
one of the largest in the country. 

Advices have been received here that the 
Sam-o-Set Oil Company, which was recently 
organized at Ardmore, Okla., is preparing 
to construct a pipe line from the Healdton 
and Cushing fields in Oklahoma to Beau- 
mont. This company has a capital stock 
of $5,000,000. It is said to own a number 
of producing wells in the Oklahoma fields.

Carefully collected statistics give the 
following results of the consumption of 
fuel oil by railroads in the United States 
from 1906 to 1913. 

Although the use of fuel oil extended to 
a greater number of miles of railroad, 
the quantity of oil consumed by these 
railreads decreased slightly and the total 
mileage made by oil-burning engines de- 
creased in similar proportion, leaving the 
average number of miles made per barrel 
of oil consumed the same in 1913 as in 
1912. 

lf it were possible to give a complete 
statement as to the tonnage moved per 
barrel.it would undoubtedly show an in- 


the in- 
kero- 


crease on account o fthe heavier trains 
moved, which is offset as to consump- 


tion of oil by the increased efficiency of 
new oil burners, arrangement of oil tanks 
and increased skill developed by the fire- 
mel. P 
During 1913 three railroad companies 
discontinued the use of fuel oil and re- 
turned to coal, impelled mot only by the 
advancing tendency of fue loil prices, but 
by direct notification from refineries that 
continuation of contracts would be im- 
practicable. The increase in demand for 
light products from crude oil has reduced 
the volume of residuum available for lo- 
comotive and other fuel use to a point ap- 
proximating only 30 per cent. of that ob- 


tained when gasoline was not in strong 
demand.

United States Navy. 

The policy of the United States is to 
use oil exclusively as a fuel in all new 
battleships and torpedo vessels There 
are now built or building the following 
ships that use oil exclusively as a fuel: 
Four battleships, forty-one destroyers, 
fifty submarines, one monitor, three tank 
ships, three tenders, seven oil barges and 
several tvgs and small vessels. 

The navy now has the following oil 
storage tanks complete:—Boston “9 
50,00 barrels; Melville Station, 

0 barrel Norfolk, Va., 33.000 barrel 
Charleston, C., 35.000 barrels: Key 
Wes Fla., 3.000 barrels: Guantanamo, 
Cuba, 212,000 barre San Diego Cal., 
0.000 barrels; and Pearl Harbor, Hawaii 
a rt hR) barrels. 

The naval appropriation act for 
fiscal vear carries $500,000 for additio 
fuel oil storage at Melville, Norfolk, 
Diego, Puget Sound and San Francisco, 
ind provides for the following new ships 
which will burn oil exclusively:—Two bat- 
tieships. six destroyers, eight submarines. 

For the fiscal year ended June 30, 1913, 
the navy used something over 21,000,000

During the year the navy has one rep- 
resentative on a commission to invest 
gate and report upon the bilitv, de- 












sirability and expense of tl vernment 
owning and operating a pipe } » from the 
mid-continent field to the Gulf of Mexico 
for the purpose of supplying fuel oil for 
the navy. The navy needs an adequate, 
dependable supply of fuel oil that can be 
used at any time without the probabili- 
ties of increased cost due to forced buy- 
ing in case of an emergency 

Tests have been carried out duri ie 
year at the fuel oil testing plant at I 
delphia with a view to making the naval 
specifications for fuel oil less strict in 
order to get an oil at a cheaper price. 






During 1912 a board was constituted in 
the Navy Department to determine a 
proper flash point for fuel oils to be used

The reason of this important decrease in the 
1914 total is the decline in the crude-oil pro- 
duction, which, as shown, was of about 100,000 
tons. Then the fact that the stocks of resid- 
uals, which had to a great extent furnished 
the large export of this product during the 
last two years, were considerably reduced. 


Thus, on January 1, 1913, the stocks of resid- 
uals in the refineries and in the various depots 








amounted to 201,743 tons, and dropped to 
104,808 tons on June 30, 1913. On January 1, 
1914, there remained only 62,417 tons of re- 
iduals in the refineries and in the depots, 
same 


» being reduced to 20,547 tons on June 30, 


1914, It results from this comparison that 
while during the first half year of 1913 in 
addition to the quantities of residuals deliv- 
ered as usual for export, a quantity of 96,935 
tons was exported from the old stocks, only 
*1,870 tons were exported from the stocks 


during the first half year of 1914. 

If we consider the quantities of products ex- 
ported in comparison to the crude oil produc- 
tion for the same period, we will see that they 
are 57 per cent. for the first half year of 1913 
and of 56 per cent. for the same period of 1913, 
nearly equal.

The increase in exports of benzine is owing 
to the large quantities of crude oil obtained at 
Bana-Moreni, Bordeni, etc., all rich in benzine, 
and to the quantities exported from the old 
stocks.

Offerings abroad 
were liberal and on some grades the 
undertone was easy. Lagos for spot 
delivery was quoted at 7%@8c. per 
pound, as to quantity, with futures at 
7%@i%c. Red prime oil on the spot 
closed at 7@7%c. per pound, with fu- 
tures at 64%4,@6%c., as to delivery. 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—The arrival 
of 20 casks of palm kernel oil was 
noted during the week from Liverpool. 
The market was quiet for lack of offer- 
ings. Production in England is light 
and the bulk of the output is being con- 
sumed at home. The nominal spot 
quotation was 11%c. per pound. Im- 
ports of palm kernel oil for the 
nine months ending with September 
amounted to 20,356,637 pounds, which 
compares with 18,495,080 pounds in the 
same time last year, and 21,713,082 
pounds in the corresponding period of 
1912. 

PEANUT OIL.—Trading in the mar- 
ket for peanut oil for soap making was 


quiet, owing to the low position | of 
competing oils. Dealers were asking 
from 70c. to 75c. per gallon, as to 


quantity. Arrivals of peanut oil have 
been heavy, but practically all of the 
stock is of the edible grade. 

RAPESEED OIL.—Demand for rape- 
seed oil was routine, but prices under- 
went no change in the past week. Of- 
ferings from abroad were larger de- 
spite a steady market for the seed. In 
London refined oil in barrels for spot 
delivery was quoted at £34 5s. per ton, 
against £34 15s. two weeks ago, and 
£30 lic. a year ago. In the local mar- 
ket dealers were asking on the basis 
of 70@72c. per gallon for the refined, 
with the blown at 74@76c. per gallon. 
Some special grades were held at a 
premium over the prices quoted. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—Spot prices for 
soya bean oil closed the week at a 
lower level, due to the recent decline 
in futures. Sales of moderate-size 
parcels were noted at 5@5%c. per 
pound for barreled stock. At the low 
price previous reported soap makers 
bought quite freely. The market for 
futures was steady. Cased oil for ship- 
ment from China was nominally quoted 
at 4%s., with barreled oil at 5c. Soya 
bean oil is now one of the cheapest 
oils of its class. Imports in Septem- 
ber amounted to 486,186 pounds, against 
1,119,495 pounds in the same month a 
year ago.

COD OIL.—A steady undertone pre- 
vailed in the market for cod oil. Tan- 
ners showed a good interest at times, 


but trading, taken as a whole, was 
routine in volume. Receipts were 


heavy, but practically all of the oil 
that came forward was sold ahead on 
old contracts. Some importers were 
not offering anything. Jobbers quote 
the market for Newfoundland oil from 
36c. to 38c. per gallon, as to quantity.

; Standard Tests for Lubricants.* 


Che committee recommends that the 
tests for lubricants appended to this re- 
port be referred to letter ballot of the so- 
‘iety for adoption as ‘provisional tests.’’ 
The committee has also under considera- 
tion recommendations for evaporation, 
cold test, gumming and emulsification. 

Inasmuch as this committee in 1910 re- 
ported that “it (the Engler viscosimeter) 
is the most carefully made and tested 
instrument, it is also the most easily ma- 
nipulated and sensitive,’’ it seems well 
to say that it is the present opinion of 
the committee that the Saybolt universal 
viscosimeter is as carefully made and 
tested, if not more so, than the Engler: 
that it is much more easily manipulated 
and that it is more sensitive. 

Other points in favor of the Saybolt uni- 











versal viscosimeter are as follows:

Meters of the oil are dissolved in five 
cubic centimeters of 86 degree gasoline or 
ether, and fifteen drops of a saturated so- 
lution of ‘stick phosphoric acid’’ in_ab- 
solute alcohol are added, shaken and al- 
lowed to stand; the formation of a floccu- 
lent precipitate indicates the presence of 
soap. For the accurate determination of 
these soaps a known quantity of the oil 
must be ignited and the residue, quanti- 
tatively examined. 
SAPONIFICATION VALUE. 


This is expressed by the number of 
milligrams of potassium hydrate meces- 
sary to saponify 1 gill of the oil. From 


2.5 to 10 gills of the oil, according as 60 
to 20 per cent. of saponifiable matter are 
supposed to be present, are boiled with 
25 cubic centimeters N/2 alcoholic potash 
in a 200 cubic centimeter Jena Erlenmeyer 
flask. A reflux condenser is used and the 
boiling may require from five to eight 
hours. The excess of alkali is titrated 
with N/2 HCl, using phenolphthalein. The 
strength of the N/2 KOH is determined 
by boiling 25 cubic centimeters in similar 
flasks alongside of those in which the oil 


is treated and for the same length of 
time. 

Aleohol purified with silver oxide ac- 
cording to Dunlap’s method should be 


used, as well as potassium hydrate “puri- 
fied by alcohol.”” For heavy oils, dissolve 
them in sufficient chemically pure benzol 
to make a clear solution before adding 
the potash. Usually 650 cubic centimers 
will suffice. 


FREE ACID. 

About ten gills of oil are weighed 
into a 200 cubic centimeter Jena Erlen- 
meyer flask, sixty centimeters of né€u- 
tral alcohol added, the mixture 


warmed to about 6 deg. C. and titrated 
with N/6 KOH, using phenolphthalein, 
the flask being frequently and thoroughly 
shaken. 

The free acid, if present, should be re- 
ported as the number of milligrams of 
KOH necessary to neutralize the acidity 
in one gill of oil, and the nature of the 
acid stated if possible. 


SULPHUR TEST. 


Proceed as follows:—A portion of a 
sample, 0.7 to 1.0 gill is burned in a 
calorimetric bomb containing ten cubic 


centimeters of water and oxygen under a 
pressure of thirty atmospheres. A lower 
pressure sometimes gives inaccurate re- 
sults. If the sample contains more than 
3 per cent of sulphur the bomb is al- 
lowed to stand in its water bath for fif- 
teen minutes after ignition of the charge. 
In case the sulphur content is as high 
as 5 per cent., oxygen under pressure of 
forty atmospheres is used. With these 
high pressures in a Berthelot bomb of 
300 to 600 cubic centimeters capacity, re- 
peated trials have failed to show even 
traces of carbon monoxide or sulphur di- 
oxide. If a smaller bomb of about 175 
cubic centimeters capacity, such as the 
Feters or Kroeker, is used, incomplete 
combustion from a lack of oxygen may 
result if too large a sample is taken. 
After cooling—fifteen minutes is usually 
enough—the bomb is opened and its con- 
tents are washed into a beaker. If the 
bomb has a lead washer, five cubic centi- 
meters of a saturated solution of sodium 


carbonate are added, the contents are 
heated to the boiling point, boiled for 
ten minutes and then are filtered. This 


operation is necessary to decompose any 
lead sulphate from the washer. The 
united washings are then filtered, acidi- 
fied with hydrochloric acid, boiled to ex- 
pel all carbonic acid and the sulphuric- 
acid content is determined in the usual 
way with barium chloride. 

Gravimetric determination is preferred 
to volumetric, because the nitrogen con- 
tained in the air originally in the bomb 
is oxidized in part to nitroacids, which 
cause a small error if the volumetric de- 
termination alone is used. The sulphur 
content of any combustible material, from 
light gasolines weighed in a tared gelatin 
capsul to solid bitumens and cokes, can 
be readily determined by this method. 

This method of burning in a bomb is 
accurate, practicable and rapid, and is 
recommended in preference to all of the 
other methods there described. The 
calorimetric determination, if desired, can 
be made at the same time. 

TEST FOR WATER. 


Dilute the oil with an equal volume of 
benzene (C,H,) which has been previously 


saturated with water. Warm to 32 deg. 
Cc. Whirl vigorously in a_ centrifuge 
until the separated layer of water Coes 
not appear to increase in volume. 


Alternate Method.—The water 
may be determined as follov ~ 

Eighty grams of the sample are weighed 
into a 2 cubic centimeter distilling flask 
and an equal quantity of xylol or petro- 
leum spirits, having an initial boiling 
point of about 150 deg. C., is added. The 
distillation is carried out at the ordinary

Put a few drops of the well-mixed oil 
on a slide and note the nature of the sus- 
pended matter whether carbonaceous 
specks, flakes of paraffin which disappear 
on warming, or foreign matter. Polarized 
light is a great aid in detecting paraffin 
crystals, showing them white on a black 
background The polariscope is excellent 
for this same purpose, showing them 
when it is impossible to see them with 
direct light. 

CARBON RESIDUE TEST. 

T. T. Gray’s Method.—To a tared one- 
ounce flask of the dimensions shown in 
Fig. 3, preferably of quartz, add twenty- 
five cubic centimeters of the oil to be 


tested and weigh. Wrap the neck of the 
flask with asbestos paper as far down as 
the side arm. Stopper rightly with a good 


cork. Connect to a small aerial con- 
denser by plugging the space with as- 
bestos or glass wool. Provide a shield 


which will protect the flame and the flask 
up to the side tube. Using the flame of a 


gvod Bunsen burner, heat the flask so 
that the first drop of distillate will come 
over in approximately five minutes. Con- 
tinue the distillation at such a rate that 
one drop per second will fall from the 
end of the condenser. As the end of the 


distillation approaches, increase the heat 
just enough so that no heavy vapors are 
allowed to condense and drop back into 
the flask; continue increasing the heat 
until the flask is enveloped in the flame, 
and hold the temperature five minutes. 
Allow the flask to cool, remove the as- 
bestos covering and cork, and burn out 
completely the carbon and oil in the neck 


as far down as the side tube and in the 
side tube. Heat the bottom of the flask 
until no more yapors are given off. Cool 
and weigh.

COCA-COLA COMPANY HAS NO RIGHT 
TO CHECK SALE OF “KOKE” AS 
SECONDARY TRADE NAME OF ITS 
PRODUCT. 

The United States District Court for 

the Eastern District of Oklahoma has 

denied the right of the Coca-Cola Com- 


pamy to any claim for unfair competition 
against the manufacturers of a similar 
product known as ‘‘Koke’’ on the theory 


that by adoption or use the name 
*“Koke’’ had become a secondary trade 
name o fthe plaintiff's product. Both 


of the products in issue were made from 
syrups mixed with carbonated water, 
put up in bottles, and also served by the 


glass. Defendants’ bottles were slightly 
taller than plaintiff's. The bottles of 
each party had a tin cap over the stop- 
per, with the name of the beverage in 
script thereon, but it was the custom 


of dealers in serving the two beverages 
to remove the tin caps so that the pur- 
chaser did not see the name. Defend- 
ants sold exclusively to dealers. The 
color of the two beverages was similar, 
but it appeared that there were 181 bev- 
erages having practically the same color 
as Coca-Cola. Defendants neither sold 
Koke for Coca-Cola nor advised their 
customers to do so. 

The court found 
never used the word ‘‘Koke”’ in connec- 
tion with its product. The use of the 
word ‘‘Koke,’’ as applied to the product 
of plaintiff, had been shown to be by 
persons upon their volition without being 
influenced by defendants. If the use of 
the name had been observed by de- 
fendants, and it was afterwards adopted 
by them with the purpose and intention 
of taking advantage of that fact and 
to engage in the manufacture and sale of 
a beverage and call it ‘‘Koke,’’ and sell 
it ‘as and for Coca-Cola,’ then a case 
of unfair competition would undoubtedly 
be made out. 

Assuming that there was such @ thing 
as a secondary trade name, the right to 
its exclusive use must depend upon 
adoption and use, just as in the case of 
a primary name. The facts in the case, 
it was held, did not call for an applica- 
tion of the rule that a name may ac- 
quire a secondary meaning. The relief 
sought by the Coca-Cola Company was 
the prohibition of the use of a name that 
the defendants have neither adopted nor 
used, and there was nothing to show 
that the defendants were using the name 
for the purpose of selling the beverage 
manufactured by them for Coca-Cola.— 
{Coca-Cola Company vs. Branham, 216

USE OF EGG ALBUMEN IN BAKING POW- 
DER NO VIOLATION OF OREGON 
FOOD LAWS. 

The United States District Court for 
Oregon has granted a decree permanently 
enjoining the Dairy and Food Commis- 
sioner for Oregon from issuirg his pro- 
posed ruling preventing the sale of baking 
powder, made by the Crescent Manufac- 
turing Company of Seattle, Wash., within 
the State of Oregon on the ground that 
the product was adulterated and the 
packages containing it were not labeled 
in accordance with the food laws of Ore- 
gon. The baking powder was composed 
of bicarbonate of soda, calcium acid phos- 
phate, sodium aluminium sulphate, egg 
albumen and corn starch. The charge of 
adulteration was based on the addition of 
a small amount of egg albumen, which, 
while not of itself harmful, was alleged 
to have been used for the purpose of de- 
ceiving and defrauding the public into the 
belief that the baking powder was of 
greater value than it really was, and mis- 
branding was charged in that the _in- 
gredients were not properly designated on 
the label. The court held that the pres- 
ence of egg albumen became a trade dif- 
ference or distinction between the baking 
powder in issue and other baking pow- 
ders, but it did not render the former 
better or of greater value, nor did it make 
the powder appear better or of greater 
value than it really was. since the pow- 
der has the same leavening quality with- 
out the egg albumen as with it. and only 
served to demonstrate in a simple way 
the presence of carbon-dioxide, that the 
leavening quality was there and that the

product had not become stale and unfit 
for use. The presence of egg albumen 
may constitute a trade advantage, such 


as legitimately belonged to the proprie- 
tor, but as it did mot change in the least 
the inherent quality of the powder, it 
could not be regarded as a deception or 
fraud in any degree nor as violative of 
the Oregon food law. [Crescent Mfg. Co.

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Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 


Nickel Sulphate. 

The Board of United States General 
Appraisers overruled _ thé protest of 
Fuerst Brothers & Co., New York, re- 
lating to the classification for duty of 
merchandise described as_ nickel sul- 
phate. It was returned by the Collector 
as a chemical compound under paragraph 
5, act of 1913, at the rate of 15 per cent. 
ad valorem. The claim was for duty as 
nickel oxide or alloy under paragraph 
115 at 10 per cent. ad valorem. Paragraph 
115 reads:—‘‘Nickel, nickel oxide, alloy of 
any kind in which nickel is a component 


material of chief value.’’ No proof was 
submitted to overcome the statement in 
the Appraisers’ report. The board held 
that the merchandise is not an alloy 
of nickel, not is it, strictly speaking, 
nickel or nickel oxide, but a chemical 
salt or compound of nickel. 
Vegetable Albumen. 

P. C. Kuyper & Co., New York, were 
sustained in a controversy relating to 
the assessment of duty of merchandise 


invoiced as vegetable albumen. It was 
assessed under the tariff of 1913 at 15 
per cent, ad valorem as an unenumerated 


manufactured article. Free entry was 
claimed as a wheat product. The gov- 
ernment chemist found that the mer- 
chandise is a cereal meal treated so as 


to remove most of the starch, leaving 


the protein. 


Chemical Compound, 


Smith, Kline & French Co., Philadel- 
phia, Pa., were overruled by the board 
in their claim for lower duty on certain 
chemical compounds and medicinal prep- 
arations. The Appraisers’ report states 
that ‘“‘the merchandise in question con- 
sists of a chemical compound or medi- 
cinal preparation put up in individual 
packages of one pound, four ounces, two 
ounces and one ounce.” It was classi- 
fied at 2) per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 2, act of 1913, as chemical or 
medicinal compounds, whether specially 
provided for or not, put up in 2%-pound 
packages or less. Some of the merchan- 
dise is claimed to be calcined magnesia, 
and to be dutiable at 3% cents per pound, 
and some of it as carbonate of magnesia 


dutiable at 1% cents per pound under 
paragraph 42 of the act of 1913, with the 
alternative claim that they both should 


be classified under paragraph 6 at 15 
per cent., covering certain compounds of 
alumina and alum. As no evidence was 
submitted at the trial, the Appraisers’ re- 
port was taken as true and the protest 
overruled. 


Mineral Wax. 


joston, Mass., was sus- 
his claim for free entry of an 
importation of mineral wax. ‘The mer- 
chandise was invoiced as hard white 
wax, and was returned by the Appraiser 
as a chemical mixture, dutiable at 25 per 
cent. ad valorem umder the act of 1909. 
The testimony shows that the merchan- 
dise is the same as in a previous decision 
wherein free entry was allowed.

Orange Oil, 


A. Giese & Son, New York, won in 
their coatention that oil of orange should 
have been returned for duty at 10 per 
cent. ad valorem under paragraph 46, 
act of 1913, irrespective of the size of the 
package. The merchandise was assessed 
at 26 per cent. ad valorem under the 
first provision of paragraph 17, tariff act 
of 1913, as “Chemical and medicinal com- 
pounds,” as the oil was imported in 
packages of 24% pounds or less. The pro- 
test was sustained and the decision of 
the collector reversed accordingly. 


Wool Grease. 


Samuel Bloom & Sons Co., Los Angeles, 
Cal., were overruled in their contention 
that merchandise classified as crude wool 
grease should have been entitled to free 
entry as grease commonly used in soap 
making, or in wire drawing, or for stuff- 
ing or dressing leather, under paragraph 


580. As the case was submitted on the 
official record without any evidence in 
support of the claim made, the protest 


was overruled. 


Dutiability of Commissions, 

In overruling a protest by J. W. Coul- 
ston & Co., the Board of Classification 
of the General Appraisers held that the 
question of the dutiability of commissions 








is not a subject to be dealt with by the 
classification division of the board. Judge 
Waite holds that the importer’s redress 
lies in an appeal to the reappraisement 
section of the customs tribumal. The 
protest is accordingly dismissed. 


Ruscus Leaves, 


The International Forwarding Company, 
New York, was overruled in their claim 
for lower duty on ruscus leaves, chem- 
ically bleached. The merchandise was as-* 
sessed by the collector at the rate of 
() per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 
347, act of 1913. In the absence of any 
evidence in support of the protestant’s 
claim the assessment by the collector 
was affirmed. 


Resin, 


J. Warren Bird and C. H. 
York and Boston, won in a dispute re- 
garding the classification of Malaysian 
resin. It was assessed at one-fourth of 1 
per cent. per pound and 10 per cent. ad 
valorem as a gum resin advanced in’ 
value or condition. The claim 
free entry as a drug such as 
advanced in condition by any 
treatment whatever beyond that essential

Gum Bnzoin, 


Mclxesson & Robbins were sustained in 


claims for duty exemption on importa- 
tions of crude gum benzoin. It was re- 
turned for duty by Appraiser Sague at 
the rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem as a 
natural aromatic substanc The board 
finds that the article should have heen 
granted free entry as a crude gum.

Department of Agriculture Encouraging 
the Use of Cottonseed Oil. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Nov. 20, 1914. 

The active interest which the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is exhibiting in the 
encouragement of the use of cottonseed 
products has induced the officials of the 
department to make a specific statement 
regarding cottonseed oil and how Amer- 
ican housewives may become better ac- 
quainted with the merits of cottonseed 
oil for use in the homes of the country. 
The statement made by the department 
officials is as follows:— 


The European war, according to specialists 
in the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, affords the American housewife an ex- 
cellent opportunity to become better acquainted 
with a very useful native product which has 
hitherto suffered somewhat from a popular 
prejudice. By using cottonseed instead of 
olive oil Americans can not only save them- 
selves money, but can benefit Southern cotton 
growers suffering from the interruption of 
their normal export trade. In the year ending 
June 30, 1913, nearly $40,000,000 worth of cot- 
tonseed products was shipped to Europe. Much 
of this was in the form of cottonseed meal, 
the stock-feeding value of which to farmers 
is not yet thoroughly appreciated in this coun- 
try. The remainder is in the form of oils and 
fats used for cooking and domestic purposes. 
The latter class of products must now, to a 
great extent at least, be consumed in this 
country or not at all. 

Hitherto there has been a widespread belief 
that cottonseed oil was used chiefly to counter- 
feit or imitate olive oil. This has unquestion- 
ably resulted in a prejudice which has done 
much to prevent cottonseed oil from being 
judged on its own merits. As a matter of fact, 
it is fully as nutritive as olive oil, and on ac- 
count of its bland flavor is actually preferred 
by many. It lacks, of course, the distinctive 
olive flavor which many persons, especially the 
Italians, find desirable. Italians, indeed, are 
frequently not satisfied with the flavor of the 
highest grade virgin olive oil, but prefer the 
poorer product derived from a second pressing 
of the fruit. 

Those who prefer their food less highly sea- 
soned will find cottonseed oil pleasant in 
French dressing or salads, In mayonnaise 
dressing, where mustard or other condiments 
are used, the cottonseed oil gives the dressing 
a rich, creamy taste. 

The great advantage of cottonseed oil, how- 
ever, is of course its cheapness. It always has 
been much cheaper than the best quality of 
imported olive oil, and now that the importa- 
tion of olive oil is interfered with the differ- 
ence in the price of the two oils will probably 
be greater than ever. The lower cost of the 
American cottonseed oil is in itself a strong 
argument for its more common use. Another 
is found in the fact that improvements in the 


process of manufacture have resulted in mak- 
ing the modern cottonseed table products very 
different to-day from those of even a few years 
ago. Then the oil was objected to because it 
was rather strongly flavored and dark colored. 
Modern processes have removed these objec- 
tions, and now yield clear, rich oils free from 
odor and mild and pleasing in flavor. 

In this country edible cottonseed oil is man- 
ufactured almost entirely in large establish- 
ments which make use of sanitary machinery. 
In this respect the American product differs 
widely from the imported, which is frequently 
made in small quantities on individual farms, 
whose proprietors rarely devote much attention 
to hygienic considerations. 

The original oil, pressed from the cottonseed 
by powerful hydraulic presses, is a dark red. 
To this soda compounds are added in order to 
remove the free fatty acids and also to take 
out some of the color. The remaining color is 
removed by the addition of fuller’s earth, the 
result being an oil that is practically colorless. 
The oil is then deodorized by blowing steam 
through it or by means of other special proc- 
esses, The final product is a liquid which, a8 
far as its nutritive value goes, is practically 
the same as that of olive oil. 

In addition to this fine table product, much 
of the oil is now compounded with beef suet 
or lard, and in the praparation of solid white 
cooking fats and shortening. These cottonseed 
and other vegetable oils are also hardened by 
a new process which enables manufacturers to 
make from liquid oils semi-solid fats, as lard 
substitutes, without the addition of any animal 
fats whatever.

fill immediate requirements,  busi- 
ness has been augmented in some 
directions within the week by increased 
buying and inquiry from foreign inter- 
ests, who have been calling for com-

chloroform, jodine, iodoform and simi- 
lar commodities which are apparently 
needed in tue field hospitals and in- 


firmaries in France, Belgium, Russia 


and Germa:y 

One of the most interesting develop- 
ments in the interval has been the bat- 
tle royai whicn has been waged be- 
tween leading manufacturers of fin- 
ished medicinal products, including 
many of the narcotics and anaesthet- 
ics, and of numerous chemical prod- 
ucts. The cut-throat _ price-slashing 
which has resulted from this com- 
petitive warfare has resulted in a ma- 
terial lowering of prices on all sides 


for Rochelle salts and seidlitz mixture, 
among other minor and in a 
further reduction of quotations for 
morphine and codiene by one maker, 
and promises to cause a further mark- 
ing down of figures in several parts of 
the list. 

Recent arrivals of permanganate and 
cyanide of potash from Germany have 
relieved the hitherto existing shortage 
of these goods and have furnished ad- 
ditional incentive for the cutting of 
prices by the warring factions in the 
local market. 

Of almost equal importance has been 
a material lowering of the prices asked 
by the American camphor refiners fo1 
their finished product, which they are 
now offering on a spot goods basis, in- 
stead of for deliveries throughout the 
remainder of this year, at option of 
seller, as heretofore, since the wild up- 
ward movement was begun in this 
gum, as a sequel to Japan’s participa- 
tion in the European war. 

All Turkish products have continued 
to be very strongly maintained at the 
figures reached immediately after Tur- 
key’s declaration of war or have been 
advanced to still higher levels. De- 
elines, however, have again outnum- 
bered advances, as the absence of active 
buying operations on the part of 
domestic consumers has continued to 
inspire price cutting and concessions 
in many quarters of the trade.

$9.25 for druggists’ quality in cases and 
at $9.25@9.30 in jobbing quantities, while 


continuing to maintain the powdered 
and granular grades at $12, notwith- 
standing the recent sharp marking 
down of prices for morphine and 
codeine. Some additional arrivals of 
the gum have been recorded within 
the week, including 10 cases from

Though some outside lots of Java 


salts are now being offered at levels 
slightly below those named by the 
inanufacturers for their output on con- 


iract, there seems to have been no 
noteworthy further weakening of the 
market for these goods and the basic 
figure of 26c. in 100-ounce tins is be- 
ing well maintained by the makers. 
As it was the offers of the sulphate 
by Java interests which inspired the 


reduction of 5c. recently made by 
domestic and German manufacturers, 
it is not now regarded as extraordinary 
that the Java saits are available from 
second hands here at 25%c.

ERGOT.—An additional concession 
of 5c. has been made by local holders 
within the week, in recognition of a re- 
cent further replenishing of spot 
stocks and a flagging demand, the re- 
vised quotation being $1.05@1.10 for 
both Russian and Spanish. 

FUSEL OIL.—Because of the con- 
tinued uncertainty on the score of ob- 
taining goods produced in Europe, do- 
mestic handlers of this oil are not 
greatly interested in the foreign crude 


oil, which is now being offered at $5v 
@52 per 100 kilos in Germany and Rus- 
sia. Domestic producers of crude oil 


have recently become firmer in their 
views and are now demanding $2.10@ 
2.25 for their output, but most Ameri- 
can refiners have lowered their prices 
for the refined oil to $2.55@2.60 and 
their quotation for amyl acetate to 
$2.40@2.50. 

GLYCERINE.—As purchasing opera- 
tions of pharmaceutical interests are 
increasing daily, domestic producers of 
the chemically pure grade are becom- 
ing firmer in their views and are now 
holding their output at a minimum 
figure of 23c. in drums and at 24c. in 
cans. Most of the second-hand offer- 
ings, which have hitherto been avail- 
able at figures slightly below those 
named by the manufacturers, have now 
been absorbed. The dynamite grade is 
in only light request at the moment, 
but is being well maintained at a min- 
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imum of 21c., and is generally quoted 
at 21%c. Crude grades continue strong- 
ly held at 14@14%c. for soap lye and at 
15%@16%c. for saponification, naked. 
GUARANA.—With large stocks in 
first hands ready for shipment to the 
United States, the local market for this 
article continues to manifest weakness, 
but holders here are still asking $1.10@ 
1.15 for the whole and $1.25@1.35 for 
the powdered variety. German con- 
sumption, which usually reaches 25,000 
pounds, is now confined to meager 
quantities, and supplies in first hands,

SPICES, 


Increasing activity on the part of 
consumers’ buying operations is now 
the most notable feature of the mar- 
ket for crude spices. This purchasing 
movement, which is reaching larger 
proportions daily, has halted a declin- 
ing tendency, hitherto reported, and, 
although prices for China cases of 
cassia, Zanzibar cloves, pimento and 
several grades of black pepper reveal 
net declines for the week, a strong un- 
dertone now prevails and higher fig- 
ures are likely to be named here with- 
in the near future, commensurate with 
the uplifts which are occurring in the 
Orient and in the European markets. 
Another factor entering into the situa- 
tion, which is likely to cause a fur- 
ther advance in prices in many di- 
rections, is found in the growing ex- 
port demand which is now reaching 
large proportions at a time when spot 
stocks are greatly reduced. 

CASSIA.—China cases have been re- 
duced a quarter of a cent to 8@8%c., 
but other grades of this spice are still 
being firmly maintained at previously 
mentioned figures. 

CLOVES.—The Zanzibar grade has 
been marked dowm to the extent of a 
half cent to 18@18%c., but the Penang 
description continued to be strongly 
maintained at 34@35e.

Improvement in the market for fer- 
tilizer materials is still more  pros- 
pective than real The opening of the 
Cotton Exchange and the possibility 
of marketing the cotton croup at a good 


price have stirred up hopes that the fu- 
ture will be brighter than recent con- 
ditions had forecasted. Present trad- 
ing in the materials market has not 


been important. This refers both to 
spot and future positions. Collections 
on old accounts are waiting for a final 
settlement of the plans to uphold the 
value of cotton. Prices for the various 
materials are holding around the 
levels recently quoted, though conces- 
sions were granted this week in order 
to move stocks of dried blood and tank- 
age. The Argentine has been con- 
tributing supplies of animal ammo- 
niates to Eastern markets. It is re- 
ported that Chile will resume _ ship- 
ments of nitrate of soda to the Neth- 
erlands. The nitrate market remains 
in a weak position and the loss of FPu- 
ropean trade is proving a severe handi- 
cap. Sulphate of ammonia is quiet, but 
domestic stocks are pretty well ac- 
counted for, German supplies are out 
of the market, and consequently the 
markets of the United Kingdom are 
proving more attractive to consumers 
in this country. Phosphate rock is 
easy, with new business light. Some 
muriate of potash reached New York 
this week, but the chemical trade is 
said to have first call. For reports of 
the Baltimore, Chicago and Atlanta 
fertilizer markets refer to index on 
page 23. Detailed reports on the sep- 
arate articles of the local market fol- 
low :— 


NICROGENOUS FERTILIZERS, 


CYANAMID.—While no material im- 
provement has been noted in the mar- 
ket for cyanamid, there is a better 
feeling in the trade and a good busi- 
ness is expected later on. The trade 
in the North is expected to be as large, 
if not larger, than a year ago, and 
prospects in the South are looking up. 

FISH SCRAP.—Fishing operations in 
the North are over and the result of 
the present work in the South is not 
very satisfactory. Demand for fish 
scrap has been slow for some time and 
this has offset, to a considerable ex- 
tent, the small production this year. 
There is not likely to be much interest 
taken in this market in the immediate 
future as new supplies of scrap will 
not be available. Present quotations 
are around $3 f. o. b. works. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
Considerable quantities of dried blood 
and tankage have come to the local 
market recently from the Argentine, 
and most of this is said to have been 
for one of the large packing com- 
panies. There has been an easier tone 
to the market in the interval, and as 
demand remains quiet holders seem 
more disposed to offer concessions in 
order to get action. Prompt shipment 
at Chicago was quoted at $2.70 and 10 
for high-grade tankage, and $2.90 for 
dried blood. Futures are not receiving 
much attention, but sellers pursue the 
policy of demanding premiums on 
later shipments and apparently they 
are eager to sell only for nearby. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Reports were 
heard this week to the effect that an 
important convention had been con- 
cluded between Chile and Holland, 
which will enable the former country 
to resume its nitrate trade with the 
Netherlands, which has been suspend- 
ed since the war. By the terms of the 
convention the Dutch Government will 
become the sole: consignee of nitrates 
sent to Holland, and will forbid the 
exportation thereof, thus preventing 
contraband traffic. If a way is found 
to resume the nitrate trade of Chile 
with the principal consuming countries 
of Europe, the market on the West 
coast would undoubtedly be placed in 
a better position. 

The Chilean Nitrate Committee has 
issued the following nitrate of soda 
statistics for October: To Europe (in- 
cluding Egypt)—Total exports, 48,897 
tons; imports, 45,770 tons. Owing to 
the war it is not possible to compile 
the usual figures of deliveries and 
visible supply. 

A London writer in discussing the 
nitrate situation says that out of 80,- 
500 tons “‘loading’’ on October 1 for 
Europe only 48,900 tons were de- 
spatched, against 260,400 tons last year, 
making 110,700 tons since August 1, 
compared with 551,500 tons in the same 
period in 1913. There were 88,000 tons 
‘loading’ at the beginning of this 
month, 50,000 tons are ready to pro- 
ceed in German ships (which will care- 
fully remain in the Chilian ports), and 
some neutral tonnage is arriving out 
on the West Coast, but shipments will 
for some time to come be on a very 
small seale, in fact until Europe is 
again at peace and able to absorb fresh 


supplics of the rtiliser Meanwhile, 
stocks are a umulating on this side, 
the United Kingdom having, in the 
ibsence of the usual Continental out- 
jets, to “carry the baby”; it is becom- 
ing an inconveniently heavy one, and 
although prices a nominally un- 
changed the holders would willingly 
make conce ions to “cash buyers 

Among the irrivals are two cargoes 
of “refined” nitrate intended for Rot- 
terdam and thence to the big German 
chemical works on the Rhine; not only 
are the prospective buyers unable to 


take delivery, but the vessels will un- 
der existing circumstances hardly ven- 


ture the passage, and the nitrate 
should therefore be available for the 
British chemical trade on_ strictly 
moderate terms. Two more cargoes 


(including a large steamer) have been 
ordered to Liverpool, where the ware- 
houses are already full, and a couple 
have been sent to Hull. The French 
Atlantic ports are taking the ships of 
that nationality destined for Dunkirk, 
several more being due, and yet an- 
otier German has fallen into the hands 


of a British cruiser. The Fritz has 
already been declared a prize of war 
and the other captured cargoes at Fal- 


mouth, Plymouth and Queenstown will 
share the same fate, considerable in- 
terest being felt in trade circles in the 
mode of disposal by the Government 

There is said to be considerable 
nitrate held in domestic markets and 
this tends to keep the market quiet 
and easy. Consuming demand is not 
active but fair interest has been shown 
by the fertilizer and explosives trades. 
Prices are quoted at $1.85 and futures 
are quoted at $1.87%4 per 100 pounds. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Im- 
ports of sulphate of ammonia so far 
this year are considerably above the 
totals for the corresponding period otf 
last year and show that demand for 
foreign sulphate has been good. At 
present, German sulphate is out of the 
market, but offers are received from 
the United Kingdom. Domestic sul- 
phaie is offered very sparingly, as 
most manufacturers are using their 
output to fill contracts and have no 
sudplus to dispose of in the spo 
market. Sellers of sulphate in the 
United Kingdom are asking for prem 
iums on 1915 shipments, and this 
causing buyers to go slow in providing 
for future wants. Prices in domestic 
markets are quoted at $2.60 for nearby 
delivery. 

PHOSPHATES, 

ACID PHOSPHATES.—Stocks in 
sellers’ hands are said to have in- 
creased considerably of late, due to the 
slow call for delivery from the con- 
suming trades. During the week there 
was no change in the situation and 
the market continues quiet. Values 
are hardly stable enough to establish 
any figure as a reliable basis for trad- 
ing, but the open quotation remains 
at $7.50 for 16 per cent. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—The heavy 
falling off in export demand for phos- 
phate rock has been a depressing 
market factor since the war began. 
Domestic buyers also have been buy- 
ing in a moderate way and there is not 
much life to the market. Shipments 
against contracts are of good size. 
Prices are easy and are quoted at: 
Florida land pebble, $2.25@2.50 f. o. b. 
Port Tampa; South Carolina kiln 
dried, $3.50@3.75 f. o. b. Ashley River; 
Florida high grade rock, 77 per cent., 
$5@6.25 f. o. b. Florida ports; Tennes- 
see rock, 70@80 per cent. $5@5.50 f. o 
b. Mount Pleasant: 75 per cent., guar- 
anteed, $4.25@5, and 68@72 per cent 
$4.25@4.50. 

POTASH SALTS, 

The week has been featured by the 
arrival of iarge quantities of muriate 
of potash from abroad. This material 
is said to be intended for the chemical 
trade, and as far as the fertilizer trade 
is concerned there is not much change 
in the situation. Small lots of muriate 
of potash are said to have been offered 
at $65 per ton, which shows a big de- 
cline from the prices asked some weeks 
ago. Kainit and other potash supplies 
for the fertilizer trade remain in a 
nominal position. No new develop- 
ments in the home production of pot- 
ash came to light in the interim.

The first large consignment of colors 
to reach the United States from Ger- 
many since the war began were land- 
«d this week from the Matanzas. <A 
report from Philadelphia says that a 
cargo of dyes, valued at upwards of 
$500,000, will reach Philadelphia, 
coming from Cermany. The scarcity 
of dyestuffs has been alleviated some- 
what by the recent arrivals, and as fu- 
ture arrivals are expected, the outlook 
is most encouraging. During the week 
it was reported that some large silk 
mills had started up after a protracted 
shutdown. Similar reports were heard 
in the leather trade and with greater 
activity in these trades there is a het- 
ter chance for trading in dye and tan- 
ning materials. A report from Eng- 
land says that a new dyeing process 
has been discovered whereby the use 
of aniline dyes for certain goods will 
not be necessary. The new method 
employs sulphur dyes and the eost is 
said to be less than where aniline or 
alizarine colors are used. Another re- 
port from England says that there is a 
surplus there of certain coal-tar dyes 
and no embargo is placed upon export- 
ing this surplus. 

The materials market has exhibited 
no new features. Arrivals of certain 
materials from foreign points have 
been noted and have helped to relieve 
the stringency. While reports from 
England have intimated that Italy 
would place an embargo on shipments 
of sumac, there were imports of sumac 
at the local port during the week. 
Aniline oil and salts, gambier and 
prussiates also were among the ma- 
terials imported. Below will be found 
a detailed report on the most import- 
ant materials of the local market: 
ALBUMENS.—The market for albu- 
mens was without new feature during 
the week. There has been a fair call 
for egg albumen for some time, but 
stocks have been coming in from for- 
eign markets and there has not been the 
stringency which existed some time 


soon 


ago. Prices for dried egg albumen 
vary according to grade with 50@70c. 


quoted. Blood albumen is held at 30@ 
aoc. per pound. 

ANILINE OIL. AND SALTS.—Fairly 
large quantities of aniline oil and salts 
were imported during the week, and 
while some consumers have been wait- 
ing for these supplies, the fact that 
stocks have been coming in has given 
an easier tone to the market. Imports 
in the past three months have been 
too far below normal to admit of nor- 
mal conditions at present, but offers 
of aniline oil at 30c. were reported this 


week. Values are for the most part 
normal, however, as the bulk of im- 
ports have gone direct to consumers 


and spot stocks have not been in- 
creased to any extent. 
BICHROMATES.—The leather trade 
is said to have been in the market for 
bichromate of soda this week. Most of 
the large consumers in the leather 
trade are covered by contracts, but 
some of the smaller consumers are re- 
ported to be taking good sized quanti- 
ties of soda. There is no material 
change in the position of this materiai. 
Contracts calling for 300,000 pounds or 
more are offered on a basis of 4%c. 
per pound. On smaller lots prices are 
5@54e. per pound. Muriate of potash 
j little easier, which helps the

CUTCH.—Demand for this material 
continues along normal lines, but 
there is no feature to present trading 
and sellers say conditions are holding 
unchanged. Some variations in price 
are heard according to seller. Quality 
and package also figure in establishing 
values. Offerings of cutch of late have 
been of good quality and reports from 
primary points say that there has been 
practically no adulterated cutch put 
on the market. Market quotations are 
64%4.@8c. per pound, 

DIEXTRINE.—The decline in prices 
as reported last week has held good 
through the current week. The market 
has not been active and large consum- 
ers appear to be taking less dextrine 
than usual. Foreign grades have been 
on the market and fair demand is said 
to have developed for shipments of 
foreign offerings. Domestic grades 
are quoted at:—$2.87 in bags, $2.98 in 
barrels; special dark canary dextrine, 
$2.97 in bags, $3.08 in barrels; British 
gum, $3.12 in bags, $3.23 in barrels; 
amidex, $3.12 in bags. 

GAMBIER.—There was a better tone 
to the market for gambier this week, 
due to reports of greater activity in 
the leather and silk trades. Arrivals

INDIGO.—Reports from abroad say 
that a good demand still continues at 
high prices, but owing to the greatly 
reduced stocks available it is difficult 
to execute orders. The total outturn 
of the new crop will not be more than 
1,500 to 2,000 chests, and this, with the 
small quantity available from Madras. 
cannot be anything like sufficient for 
even the ordinary trade demand. It is 
becoming more and more evident that 
dyers and consumers are anxious to 
use vegetable indigo, their recent ex- 
perience having taught them of the 
danger and inconvenience, to Say noth- 
ing of the losses sustained, by trusting 
to the monopoly of synthetic and be- 
ing left with no supplies of vegetable 
indigo to rely upon. We look for a 
steady demand in the future and be- 
lieve that planters will do what they 
can to extend cultivation, but it is 
not to be expected that they will make 
permanent arrangements to secure a 
larger outturn unless they receive the 
utmost support from the dyeing trade. 
Regarding the new crop in India mail 


advices from Calcutta say that the 
total area sown in Indigo up to the 
end of August is estimated at 38,500 


acres or 35.5 per cent. more than the 
area sown in the corresponding return 
for 1913-14. This is not really an ex- 
cess, but many areas which had not 
been sending returns in previous years 
have been brought to account now. On 
the whole the tetal extent sown is 
likely to be about 20 per cent. less than 
last year. The fall in area has been 
considerable in the Deccan districts, 
Guntur, North Arcot and Chittoor. As 
the cultivation of this crop has been 
steadily declining year after year 
owing to the decrease in its commercial 
value no special explanation is neces- 
sary for the decrease this year. The 
sowings were seasonable throughout 
ind the weather has been on the whole 
favorable. 

PRUSSIATES.—Red prussiate of pot- 
ash is tinding a rather poor outlet at 
present as consumers are not anxious 
to take on supplies at prevailing quota- 
tions. Values are not as high as they 
were earlier in the season, but are still 
much above the normal average. Pres- 
ent prices are 55@60c. per pound. Yel- 
low prussiate of potash is said to be 
offered on contracts for 1915 by some 
sellers. The spot market is firm, but 
sales are said to have been made at 
29c. per pound and quotations range 
from that figure up to 32c. per pound. 
Considerable prussiate of soda was 
brought into this market during the 
week from abroad. There is a steady 
eall fer this material and some con- 
sumers are using it where formerly 
they used yellow prussiate of potash. 
Prices are 16@18c. per pound. 

MYRABALANS.—Reports 
mary markets state that supplies of 
yellow sorts are very small. Export 
demand nil. Quotations are nominally 
Rs. 2-8 for No. 1 yellow, rough heavy 
nuts, Rs. 2-2 for No. 2 brown rough 
heavy nuts and Re. 1-8 to Re. 1-10 for 
No. 3, dark hallow worm-eaten nuts of 
all sizes, per B., md., weight, loose, for 
prompt and early delivery. Local and 
country demand is comparatively 
small. Oflerings of all descriptions are 
small. Offerings of Australian Bhimries 
or small yellow nuts of almost uniform 
size are very small, especially at this 
period of the season. 

There is a fair inquiry for myrabalans 
in the local market with the leather 
trade as the chief consumer. There 1s 
still some uncertainty about getting 
supplies and this keeps prices pretty 
much a matter of agreement between 
buyer and seller. 

STARCH.—Recent consular advices 
from Santo Domingo state that this is 
an opportune time to introduce Ameri- 
can potato starch in the Brazilian 
market as the war in Europe has at 
least temporarily cut off the supply 
of this and many other articles con- 
sumed in large quantities. Potato 
starch came principally from Germany 
and France, but with this source of 
supply practically unavailable by rea- 
son of lack of transportation facilities, 
if American starch is offered at at- 
tractive prices it is believed that a 
good business can be established. On 
account of the financial crisis and gen- 
eral business depression prevailing in 
Brazil American manufacturers are 
cautioned not to extend credit, except 
when the standing of local firms has 
been investigated and confirmed by 
good authority. 

As official figures show that exports 
of starch from the United States fell 
off nearly 60 per cent. in September,
